THE LATEST 
OPIUM DECREE. 








Ix commenting on the Imperial 
Decree of September 20, 1906, 
for the suppression of opium, we 
drew attention to the significant 
fact that it contained no reference 
to the financial aspect of the prob- 
lem as an indication of the bona 
Jides behind the attempt to sup- 
press the uso of opium. In our 
subsequent discussions of the sub- 
ject we have consistently main- 
tained that the real tost of ‘the 
sincerity of the Chinese Govern- 
ment in this branch ot national 
reform lies in its intentions with 
regard to the strict prohibition of 
the habit and the cultivation of 
the poppy throaghout the Em- 
pire. The Decree issued eighteon 
months ago dealt with these two 
aspects of the question, enacting, 
on the one hand, that a limit of ten 
years should be given from the 
Wate of its promulgation to 
get rid entirely of the bane of 
opium smoking and commanding 
the other hand, that the Counc 
State Affairs should consider me:

There is nothing lack- 
ing in the clearness with which these 
two fundamental requisites are set 
forth ; the weak link in the chain is 
thefailure to give any indication as 
to how the Imperial Government 
proposed to mect the enormous loss 
in revenue the carrying out of this 
programme must inevitably occa- 
sion.

Municipal Council in his remarks 
at the recent Ratepayer’s Me 
when introducing the Resolution 
for the reduction of the number of 
licensed opium houses in the Settle- 
ment. “The Chinese iGovern- 
ment,” he said, “ have never pub- 
lished any indication of the mea- 
sures they proposed to adopt for 
curtailing the supply, or of the 
substitute they have designed for 
the income derived from opium 
which is hypothecated against their 
foreign loans.” 

The Imperial Decree just issued, 
a translation of which was pub- 
lished in our columns last Tuesday, 
affords gratifying evidence that the 
Chinese Government has at length 
awakened to a realization of the im- 
portance of considering this aspect of 
the question. The Viceroys and 
Governors are “commanded to 
investigate the conditions with-

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“THE RATEPAYERS’ 
MEETING. 


March 21. 


Tue Annual Meeting of Rate- 
payers has come and gone. Ac- 
. cording to the standpoint from 
which it is viewed, the verdict 
upon it will differ, but none can 
say that it was altogether unevent- 
fal. Foremost among its features 
is the fact that almost a maximum 
of effect was achieved for a minimum 
of speech, and Ratepayers will be 
tom; to say in the words of 
Francisco, “ For this relief much 
thanks.” The settlement of the 
opium question, the adjustment (in 
‘a manner that we shall explain 
further on) of the views of the 
community and of the Council on 
the subject of finance and the pas- 
sage of several non-controversial 
Dut necessary resolutions constitute 
no mean record for a big meeting 
between the hours of 3 p.m. and 
6.30 p.m. It speaks well for the 
business instincts of those present 
and for the shrewd handling of the 
gathering by an experienced Chair- 
man. There were 437 Ratepayers 
present, an advance of 16 per cent 
over any previous attendance—a 
circumstance that in itself testifies 
to the importance of the meeting 
and to the interest taken in it. 
We cannot, however, refrain from 
ing severe strictures upon those 
tepayers who considered that 
their duty to the Settlement was 
over for the year when the Opiam 
Resolution was passed, and incon- 
tinently left the Hall. There can 
be little doubt that to this desertion 
was due the adverse vote on a 
show of hands on Resolution VII, 
which would have entailed the 
rejection of the Municipal Budget, 
if it had not been reversed by the 
verdict of the poll. Individual 
interest had been aroused by the 
‘opium question and brought to the 
Meeting many who seemed to con- 
sider that any subsequent proceed- 
ings were of no concern to them. 
It does not appear to have occurred 
to these Ratepayers that they owe 
a duty to the community at large 
and to the nine public-spirited men 
who voluntarily devote their time 
to the administration of the Settle- 
ment. Our Municipal Councillors, 
we imagine, are not such tyros in 
knowledge of the world as to look 
for gratitude for public service ; 
but at least they are entitled to 
expect the moral. support of those 
whose interests they endeavour to 
promote, who undoubtedly appre~ 
ciate their efforts, but through 
sheer thoughtlessness left them on 
this occasion in the lurch. 





It would be the greatest mistake 
to maintain that there must needs. 
be an inherent antagonism between 
Council and Ratepayers, or that it 
was necessary at the conclusion of. 
an Annual Meeting to reckon 
the “gains and losses” on gohi 
side. Naturally in the circum- 
stances governing the adminis! 
tion of this Settlement there 
some anxiety to learn the verdict 
of the commanity on the year’s 
stewardship ; but in the most ad- 
verse vote, unless attended by some 
significant manifestation, we refuse 
to see anything more than a legiti- 
mate indication of policy or a direct 
instruction to a Council that might 
otherwise fail to comprehend the 
trend of public opinion. On the 
other hand adverse votes are not to 
be ignored. In regard to the 
opiam question the Council had 
little difficulty in carrying the 
Meeting with it ; with even greater 
readiness it was given a free hand 
in the matter of assessment and in 
its administration of the Public 
School and Electrical Department. 
Its known opinion, as well as that 
of a prominent section of Rate- 
payers, was respected by the with- 
drawal without discussion of the 
proposal to throw open Council 
Meetings to the Press, and the 
whole atmosphere of the Meeting 
indicated that there was far less of 
a breach between Council and com- 
munity than obtained at this time 
last year. Nevertheless it would be 
idle to ignore the fact that there was 
astrong fecling among those present 
that the strict scrutiny on expendi- 
ture which might legitimately be 
expected at this juncture had not 
been exercised. It is true that no 
amendment on the subject was 
moved, that Mr. H. D. Hatchison’s 
flowery and humorous declamation 
gave little opportunity for studied 
reply on the part of the Coun 
and that the discussion was closed 
before any spokesman on behalf of 
the Council came forward. But 
we are tempted to regret that the 
occasion was not improved by a 
spontaneous{admission on the part of 
Councillors that, if there had been 
some misunderstanding regarding 
the extent of the carte blanche given 
in the matter of expenditare last 
year, a genuine effort would be 
made to adjust expenditare to 
popular wishes and to effect a sub- 
stantial saving on the estimates as 
printed. 

Such a move, we are convinced, 
would have prevented the rejection 
of the Budget on a show of hands, 
and would have saved the Council 
from the odium of having to main- 
tain its case by appeal to a poll. 
In regard to taxation it is true that 
absentee ratepayers are as much 
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interested in any upward or down- 
ward movement as actual residents ; 
but at best the absentee vote is 
invidious, and recourse to it should 
be had as sparingly as possible, and 
then only in cases where the “ Con- 
stitation ” of the “ State” may be 
held to be endangered. It is, how- 
ever, not too late to profit by yes~ 
terday afternoon’s experience. 
‘There is some justification for the 
feeling that an interval of a year 
between published statements re- 
garding the expenditure of the 
administration argues too little con- 
trol by Ratepayers of the public 
purse. Accordingly, just as the 
mere proposal to admit the Press to 
Council Meetings may well lead in 
the fature, as it has in the past, to 
fuller Municipal Minutes, we would 
suggest to the Council’s considera- 
tion the feasibility of publishing 
quarterly statements of expenditure 
with comparative tables of estimated 
expenditure and last year’s figures. 
By such means a check will be kept 
on expenditure and an opportunity 
will be given’ to Ratepayers to in- 
dicate their attitude towards the 
Council’s policy in the matter at 
more frequent intervals than is 
now possible. We do not abandon 
our contention that extraordinary 
expenditure must for many yen 
prove a heavy item in each Budget ; 
but experience teaches that every 
Department is apt to become extra- 
vagant, unless the most rigid con- 
trl is exercised. 





MUNICIPAL 


AFFAIRS. 
March 23. 


Ty the comments in our last issue 
on tho Ratepayers’ Meeting we had 
no opportunity to deal with more 
than one aspect of the debate ; but 
mong the many points raised there 
are some that merit reflexion, before 
the special interést aroused in 
Municipal affairs has had time to 
subside. Without doubt, the fea- 
ture of the afternoon was the wide- 
ly-held opinion that a stricter 
regulation of public expenditure is 
required, and we may hope that tho 
urgency of enforcing this will be 
taken to heart by the incoming 
Council as conscientiously as if a 
direct resolution to this effect had 
been by the Mesting. From 
this it will not necessarily be under- 
stood that the year’s expenditure, 
ordinary and extraordinary, must 
be less than Tis. 2,857,000 (the 
amount contemplated, less the Tls. 
400,000 debentures) ; but an en- 
deavour should clearly be made #0 
to effect economies on the ordinary 
expenditare that a larger sum than 
is now contemplated may be avail- 
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able without recourse to debentures 
for that extraordinary outlay which 
is called for in many. directions. 
‘These economies, it may be pointed 
out, are not likely to be achieved, if 
it is left to each Department merely 
to save under general instructions 
what it can upon its estimates. The 
whole Budget might well be over- 
hauled at the earliest convenient mo- 
ment and adjasted to the unmistak- 
able wishes of Ratepayers ; and a 
notice to this effect in “ The Muni- 
cipal Guzette” would go far to 
remove the suspicion that there is 
any deliberate intention on the part 
of the Council to ignore public 
opinion. Moreover, if it appears 
that any points raised at the Annual 
Meeting call for elacidation—it is 
recognized that questions on Budget 
details cannot always be answered 
on the spur of the moment—replies 
to these might be given through 
the same channel. In general this 
method might be extended to cover 
any subject that holds public atten- 
tion during the year ; for it should 
be possible for a Councillor by put- 
ting a direct question to elicit an 
opinion from the Council as a 
whole, which can be published in 
“The Municipal Gazette.” 
How necessary it is that even the 
most absurd suspicions, sure of 
support in one quarter or another, 
should not be allowed to batten 
unchecked on popular credulity was 
ilostrated on Fi rriday by the speech 
of the Rev. H. V.S. Myers, p.p., 
who had contrived to pick up or ‘0 
manufacture the most unworthy in- 
sinuations inorder to present them as 
criticism of the Council's administra- 
tion, Afterimputing dishonesty tothe 
Council or to Municipal servants in 
regard to the purchase of stores 
(“Into whose pocket did the profit 
go?”), this Ratepayer referred to 
the amount expended on advertising 
and printing and continued : “I am 
quite sure that if I were running a 
paper and received Tis. 10,000 for 
g, I would be very loath 

ze the Council.” The 
insinuation is obvious, especially in 
the light of similar remarks in other 
juarters. On behalf of the tradi- 
tions of British journalism, which 
is still represented in Shanghai for 
all that wedges may have been 
driven into it, we feel obliged 




















to point out to Dr. Myers 
that the code of honour, ela- 
borated in that sentence, would 


not be tolerated for one moment in 
self-respecting journalism. Further, 
in order that Dr. Myers, who’may 
be excused his ignorance of the 
practice in vogue on British news- 
papers, may not imagine that the 
journalistic code of honour is in 
any way a solecism, we may remind 
him that it is none other than that 





set forth in Psalm XV—the classic 
definition of a much-abused word. 
Fortunately, however, the Chairman 
of the Council had a ready answer to 
Dr. Myers and we may hope to have 
heard the last of his and similar 
insinuations. 

From such a subject, however, it 
is satisfactory to be able to turn to 
more edifying features of Friday’s| 
debate. No little credit is due to 
the in of the Council for 
the frank and explicit character of 
the speeches he was called upon to 
make. On Resolution V, dealing 
with the question of re-assessment, 
Mr. D. Landale took Ratepayers 
completely inty the confidence of 
the Council, and, after elaborating 
the procedure to be adopted in 
future in this matter, had the 
sutisfaction of seeing the motion 
carried without discussion. Again 
‘on the opium question his exhaustive 
statement was in accord with the 
traditions of a business community ; 
and although we should have pre- 
ferre'! to see the Council accede to 
the Rev. G. H. Bondfield’s states- 
manlike appeal for an acceptance 
of the Amendment, its attitude was 
at least consistent. The emphatic 
declaration t the Council's 
policy was “in no sense the out- 
come of financial considerations” 
should help to dissipate many mis- 
conceptions in Great Britain and 
elsewhere, and the charges levelled 
at this community will, we may. 
trust, be discontinued, mainly 
owing to lack of prompting from 
our own midst. Finally i in regard 
to the Electrical Department, Mr. 
B.C. Pearce, who, as Chairman of 
the Electricity Committee, pro- 
posed in a lucid and comprehensive 
speech the Resolution for the flota~ 
tion of a loan, indicated that the 
Council was no longer a tentative 
opponent of the municipalizution 
of this public service. It is re- 
cognized on all hands that the 
work is proving too arduous for the 
Administration of this growing 
Settlement, and accordingly, little 














surprise was felt that the opportuni- 
ty of this year’s Ratepayers’ Meet- 
ing should be taken to announce 
that, should a satisfactory offer of 
purchase be made, it would be 
carefully considered. 


WHERE BLACK 


RULES WHITE. 
March 25. 
The world at large does not feel 
called upon asa rule to take much 
interest in the affairs of Hayti ; but 
the sudden dispatch, at the urgent 
appeal of British, German and 
French representatives, of men-of- 
war to the island which it shares 





with the sister republic of Santo 
Domingo indicates that no corner 
of the earth, however remote, can 
claim to-day to live for itself and 
hy itself. Another cause for oc- 
casional attention to this i 
cant State lies in the fact that it is 
one of the few territories where the 
black man remains master of his own - 
destinies, and as such its develop- 
ment is of no less concern to those 
who are interested in contemporary 
history than to the actual student 
of ethnology. The citizens of 
Hayti, whose numbers are variously 
estimated between 800,000 and 
1,250,000, are for the most part of 
pure African blood. They are 
characterized by a general lack of 
enlightenment and progress ; and 
by common consent it is a question 
of time only that is to decide the 
direct intervention and guidance of 
the white man in order to save the 












President and two Chambers Hayti 
should possess the main elements 
of a successfal republic ; the people 
manifest ‘a patriotic pride in their 
Government, but it remains always 
arbitrary, generally inefficient and 
not . infrequently corrupt. The 
troubles of the country are of its 
own making; for the law that 
enacts that no alien may own land 
in Hayti is typical of the exclusive- 
ness of its institutions, and the 
failure of the Hay to benefit 
by their opportunities cannot be 
attributed to foreign interference, 
unless it be that their attempt to 
adapt themselves to constitutional 
government on foreign lines has 
proved their undoing. 

Revolution is almost as familiar 
‘an occurrence in Hayti as financial 
difficulties; and as in the case of 
the latter exceptional depression of 
trada will from time to time force 
attention to economic conditions, $0 
with revolutions it requires some 
special feature to raise the incident 
from the ordinary level of Haytian 
history. For twenty years insurrec- 
tions ‘of varring dimensions have 














the day have generally rested with 


the Government in power. In the 
present instance General Nord 
Alexis, who enjoys the distinction 
of being, at the age of 87, the 
oldest living raler of a state, has 
shown no leas than his best known 
predecessor in office, Louis Hip- 
polyte (1889-1896) a rude and 
vigorous capacity for government. 
He has retained his position for six 
out of the seven years of his term 
of office, and found himself able to 
cope with yet another revolution 
that began two jmonths fago. The 
Apevlendte to the presidency is 
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eneral Anteyor Firmin—the 
[aytian army ‘is 7000 strong, 
ut every citizen of promin- 
mee appears to have the rank of 
general—who has been carefully 
maturing his plans from a post 
of vantage in the neighbouring 
island of St. Thomas. After the 
standard of revolt had been raised 
General Firmin and a faithfal band 
of personal attendants landed at 
Mole St. Nicholas in Hayti and 
their presence clearly gave for 
the -noment considerable impetus 
to the movement. Several outlying 
towns were captured and the 
revolutionaries were even reported 
to be marching on Port-au-Prince, 
the capital. Some uncertainty 
prevails regarding the origin of 
the financial assistance which en- 
abled the revolutionaries to prolong 
their operations; but the news of 
the dramatic arrest and sum 
execution of twenty-five residents of 
Port-au-Prince confirms the belief 
that strong party hostile to the 
Government was favouring the 
movement from the capital and was 
probably in touch with financial 
support abroad. 
An indication of the source of 
that support was given towards the 
end of January by the discovery in 
New York of a large amount of 
Haytian counterfeit money, which 
it rms and ammunition was 

aiting shipment to the island. It 
will be easily understood how 
irresistibly the condition of affairs 
in the republic, which in some 
respects must lend itself as a theatre 
for a romuntic novel, would appeal 
to the soldier of fortune or to rs 
who see little harm and the prospect 
of some profit in fishing in troubled 
waters. The United States Govern- 
ment has a special interest in 
eliminating revolution from Hayti 
for fear that it may spread 
to the neighbouring republic of 
Santo Domingo, where Americans 
administer the Customs. Not long 
ago it was found necessary to dis- 
miss the United States Consular 
Agent at St. Mare for alleged com- 
plicity in the revolution, and 
extensive measures have had to be 
adopted to prevent irresponsible 
assistance finding its way from 
America to the Haytian revolution- 
aries. According to the latest 
dispatches, however, the trouble 
has once more been overcome: the 
Government has disposed of the 
unrest, but by means of a compro- 
mise allowing refagees in the 
foreign Consulates to withdraw 
from the island. It may be doubted 
whether this arrangement makes 
for the permanent peace of Hayti ; 
and it is noticeable that’ none of 
the forcign Powers concerned has 
seen fit to recall its men-of-war. 





No reason has been given for the 
statements attributed to the foreign 
representatives that the insurrection 
was anti-foreign, but as pressure is 
increased from without to induce 
Haytito reform its administration, it 
is inevitable that the inherent feel- 
ing of hostility to foreigners, which 
cannot lie very far below the 
surface, should be called into play, 
if not by the Government in power, 
at least by the people. Then an- 
other stage will have been reached 
in the white m: burden. 


THE DUKE OF 


DEVONSHIRE. 
March 26. 


Wits the death of the eighth 
Duke of Devonshire we have 
virtually come to an end of that 
remarkable group of statesmen, 
worthy of the name, who ruled 
England with so much mastery 
during the latter half of Queen 
Victoria’s reign. No doubt there 
is truth in Disraeli’s famous epigram 
that a statesman is only a dead 
politician. No doubt, in comparing 
past with present we are much in 
the position of schoolboys who, 
growing up to Sixth Form dignity, 
lament that there are no more such 
giants in the land as when they 
themselves were fags. Yet as we 
look back upon the prominent 
political figures of twenty years 
ago, we cannot be altogether 
mistaken in our feeling that they 
stand in a class apart from 
their successors in office. For 
with the rise into power of a new 
party whose energies, if not actually 
self-seeking, are admittedly con- 
fined to the interests of a single 
section of the community, a change 
is felt in the attitude of those who 
belong to the older generation of 
parliamentarians. In proportion as 
the birth of a Labour party has 
accentuated class distinctions, it is 
inevitable that the men on the other 
side of the political world should 
come insensibly to be identified 
with ideas of class. The best hope 
we may have of the fatare is that 
it shall obliterate such feelings, 
which are probably only incidental 
to the change which is now taking 
place in society as the people 
awakes to the sense of its power. 
But the vague misgiving that in 
the present generation the instincts 
of the statesman too frequently 
give place to those of the homme 
@afaires can never attach to men 
of the stamp of Lord Salisbury, 
Mr. Gladstone, Lord Beaconsfield, 
Sir William Harcourt or the late 
Duke of Devonshire. CleaMy as 
they might be identified with a 





particular party in the State, it was; 


felt that they were controlled by 
something above party considera- 
tions ; and while they might be 
helped in their detachment by the 
wealth and rank which they enjoyed 
independently of political success, 
the adventitious fortune of their 
birth was of small account beside 
the force of natural character. 

In the case of the Duke of 
Devonshire this feeling was especi- 
ally appropriate. It might be said 
of him that the influence which he 
exerted upon English politics was 
due to what he was, far more than 
to what he did. In this respect he 
was a curious repetition of his 
father. So far as the stress of 
political warfare was concerned, 
Lord Hartington (he did not suc- 
ceed to the title until the year 
1891) was a more prominent figuré 
than the seventh Bake who never 
held any public office, But im- 
agination does not associate the 
late Duke of Devonshire particular: 
ly with any of the offices he ot+ 
cupied from time to time ; as, for 
example, it associates Sir William 
Harcourt with the Chancellorship 
of the Exchequer and the invention 
of death duties. Moreover, it is 
noticeable that with the exception 
of the years which he spent at the 
War Office,—years which were 
made lurid ‘by the expeditions of 
General Gordon and Lord Wolse- 
ley to Khartoum, and by the death 
of the former which led to the fall 
of Mr. Gladstone’s Ministry in 
1885,—the Duke of Devonshire 
never held any of the greatest and 
most glittering positions in the 
Cabinet. He was never Prime 
Minister, although after the Con- 
servative defeat in 1880 he was 
naturally sent for by the Queen as 
Leader of the Opposition during 
the previous five years of Mr. 
Gladstone temporary withdrawal 
from that position ; and although 
Lord Salisbury offered, after the 
Home Rule split, to serve under 
him if he would accept the Pre- 
miership. He was never Forei 
Secretary, never First Lord of the 
Admiralty, never Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. It is trae that he was 
at one time Secretary of India, and 
the first President of the Board of 
Education (for which he was, 
indeed, ill-equipped in the neces- 
sary technical training); but both 
these offices have since become 
more important than they were 
recognized to be at the time he 
held them. It almost seems as if 
the Duke of Devonshire had volun- 
tarily determined on self-efface- 
ment. But at least in his double 
refusal of the Premiership we find 
akey to the man’s character. In 
1880 the situation was clear 








enough. Mr. Gladstone, so lately 
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identificd with the outcry raised 
against the Bulgarian atrocities, 
‘was on every consideration too great 
to be left out of the Cabinet and 
could scarcely be asked to occupy a 
subordinate seat. In thecase of Lord 
Salisbury’s offer we have to remem- 
ber that the then Lord Hartington 
saw himself not as a Conservative 
but as a Liberal, divided from his 
rty on the one issue of Home 
Rule. He held his duty to be the 
holding of © middle position ; and 
although Mr. Goschen accepted the 
seals of the Exchequer after the 
resignation of Lord Randolph 
Churchill, it was not until 1895, 
when time had practically oblite- 
rated the distinction between Con- 
servatives and Liberal Unionists, 
that the Duke of Devonshire con- 
sented to take office in Lord Salis- 
bury’s third Administration. 
uring the closing years of the 
bros of Devonshire’s public service 
papular estimation of him was 
a y jolly unconnected with Mr. 
E. T. Reed’s witty caricatures in 
“Punch” which represented the 
Dake as perpetually asleep. It is 
necessary to Took back into’ the older 
volumes of “ Punch” in order to see 
him in a different posture. If the 
great virtue of hisattitude in political 
life was to stand still—a virtue 
which was shown as mach by his 
captaincy of the Liberal Unionists 
as when he led the Liberal Opposi- 
tion during the difficult years of 
the war between Turkey and Servia, 
and Russia and Turkey—it must 
not be forgotten that he could act 
with vigour and purpose. His 
resignation from the Unionist 
Ministry in October 1903, rather 
than accept the Protectionist doc- 
trines lately propounded by Mr. 
Chamberlain, excited the country 
hardly less than his secession from 
ladstone on the Home Rule 
question eighteen years earlier. It 
nia} ‘gued that the Duke of 
Devonshire’s action was not in 
either case that of an’ imaginat 
politician; that a policy of negation, 
or at least of the maintenance of 
@ status quo, is not one on which a 
country can be led. Theoretically 
such an argument is sound: prac- 
tically it has been disproved in the 
case of Liberal Unionism and has 
certainly not yet been justified as 
touching Free Trade. At all times 
when a great crisis threatens to 
split the nation into two sharply 
contrasted factions, the presence of 
a strong man who will steadily 
maintain a iddle position 
invaluable for the sake of the 
balance which it preserves in the 
tendencies of either side. But it 
is only a strong man that can take 
such an attitude. The peculiar 
circumstances of the Duke of 























Devonshire’s career, in which he 
was continually thrown into con- 
trast with men of greater brilliance 
although not greater solidity than 
himself, might almost be said to 
have specially prepared him for the 
part he played on these two historic 
occasions. Not the'least remarkable 
feature in the Duke of Devon- 
shire’s life was that he succeeded 
in spite of natural disabilities as a 
speaker, which he never overcame. 
In the reading of them, his speeches 
were found to he well-constructed, 
lucid and forceful. In actual de- 
livery they were frequently inaud- 
ible’ and’ marred by stumbling 
hesitation. Such an obvious defect’ 
is but the greater proof of the 
intrinsic merit which enabled him 
to attain the position he did. 
History contains many men of, 
more showy attainments than the 
late Duke of Devonshire ; but few 
in whom acute political conscience, 
determination and  fur-sighted 
powers of criticism were better 
combined for the service of their 
conntry in moments of popular 
disruption.

TOO BUSY BEES. 

Bees were proverbial for industry 
centuries before Dr. Watts wrote hi 
immortal verse or Lewis Carroll hi 
immortal parody of it. But indastrions 
neighbours (whether bees or men) are 
not always the most agreeable. Hence 
the breezy little action which was 
fought out recently between two house- 
holders of Purley, near London, whose 
gardens adjoined. Defendant in the 
action kept bees, and the industry of 
these insects prevented plaintiff from 
being able to take any pleasure in his 
garden. He said that he had tried plant- 
ing his flower beds with cabbages inst 
of roses ; but evea this had not saved 
and his from attack.

must be too sweet,” wrote defendant, in 
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the course of the correspondence which 
preceded the action. The bees were 
not to be pat off with cabbages ; they 
had tasted richer food in the persons of 
complainant's family. So the case is 
brought into Court for illumination by 
the legal intelligence ; which indeed con- 
tributed some curious facts about bees. 
For instance, plaintiff's 
ed that a well-stocked hi 
tain “something like 60,000 bees.” 
The only time when 1 hive is likely to 
contain that number is during the

THE OFFICIAL NIGHTMARE. 

‘There is no doubt that the officials 
of the South are in terror, and they 
are straining every nerve to prevent 
the country from getting out of hand. 
The papers are full of official orders 
that every care is to be taken to stop 
farms from being smuggled into the 
country. I saw a few days ago an 
order that every package that seems 
suspicious is to be opened and 
examined. Moreover, special directions 
have been issued that the salt boats are 
to be examined, lest arms should be 
smuggled in with the salt. I hear tov, 
that letters have been received from the 
Chinese abroad, who are in sympathy 
with the movement for the overturni

‘The letters are directed to men in the 
South here who are supposed to be in 
league with the rebels. Many Chinese 
believe that behind the scenes there is 
great activity, and that preparations are 
being made for a coming distitrbance.

THE ANOER OF THE PEOPLE. 

Tt might be thought that the 
Chinese would begin to see that they 
are quite impotent to effect anything 
substantial by agitation. When they 
agitated over the British gunboats

‘THE WHARF AND GODOWN COMPANY. 

T have before advised yon that no 
company suffered so much here from 
the famous typhoon as the premises 
and property of the Wharf and Godown 
Company. The result of this terrible 
damage has depreciated the shares 
abont 50 per cent, so that shares 
which two years ago were selling for 
$108 are to-day shrunk to $54. At 
the yearly meeting just about to be 
held the following report willbe 
presented. The profit on the working 
this year will be $350,290, as com- 
pared with $407,693 last year. It 
will be seen, therefore, that there 
has not only been the destruction 
‘of property to contend against, bat 
the earnings have been less than last 
year by some $57,402. The Company 
has already paid an interim dividend of 
four per cent, and to this will now be 
added a final $3, making seven per cent 
onthe year, A sum of 8 
been transferred to the dep 
repair account, and $10,000 transfer- 
red to the insurance fund. In almost 
all departments there has been a decrease 
of trade during the current year, but the 
decrease is most marked in th ro 
business. It has fallen below the aver- 
age of several years. On the other 
hand, all the property of the Company 
is now in a good state of repair, and 
the damage done by the typhoon to the 
godowns and wharves and lighters and 
launches has been repaired. It appears 
from the statement to be presented 
to the Company that the damage 
resulting from the typhoon is estimated 
at $671,133.05. There seems, however, 
every prospect that better days are 
coming, for with the opening of the 
railway there is almost certain to be 
trade, and though the cost of re- 
pairing the damages from the typhoon 
has been so great, sundry improvements 
have been effected, which will increase 
the ompany’s power to handle cargo.

‘The famous Chinese revolutionary 
has been in Hongkong during the 
week, though he did not venture to 
Innd. He was on board « Japanese 
steamer, and is travelling from 
Singapore to Japan, where he will

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presence added something to that 
anxiety of the Chinese officials which 
T have mentioned. Dr. Sun has had a 
stormy time. It is well known that he 
was kidnapped by the Chinese Embassy 
in England, but owing to the tumult 
of the Press and the people his relesse 
was ordered. Meanwhile, he was 
banished from Hongkong in 1896, 
though I believe he really left the 
Colony before the temporary banish- 
ment began to take effect. Since the 
termination of his five years’ banishment 
he has visited Hongkong and has been 
in consultation with those who sym- 
pathize with him. Lately ramours 
have indicated that he has been in 
hiding in Anam, bat the Chinese 
have been trying to secure his 
arrest, and have offered $200,000 
for his head. Dr. Sun may think, 
therefore, that it is wise to give the 
place a wide berth for a time, Those 
who know him say that he is a cultured 
man.

weighs, and is guided by the sugges- 
tions and comment which it receives 
from time to time. The pressure of 
public opinion, not less in Shanghai 
than elsewhere, subtly aod effectively 
moulds and modifies the decisions of all 
elected administrative assemblies. 

The day when the Chairman's annual 
speech constituted a resumé of all the 
more important matters dealt with de 
ing the year is, I am glad to oa; 
both for your sakes and my own, pest. 
If it were not so, we should not get 
further than the present Resolation by 
the end of this afternoon. While, there- 
fore, I do not intend to do more than 
make brief allusions to one or two 
prominent topics, I trast that I shall 
be in @ position to answer qnestions, 
with respect to the Report which is 
before you, as to which any Ratepayer 
may desire more information than the 
Report contains. 

DEFENCE FORCES. 

1¢ special mandate of the Council 
for Tor the upshot of Resolution XI 
passed this time Inst year, was, ex- 
pressed briefly, an injunction to set 
its house in order with respect to 
its defence forces, Without recounting 
the means by which we believe this to 
have been done, the patient and exhaus- 
tive work of the Police Inquiry 
Committee, and the steady following up 
of its recommendations, I need do 
no more than point to the end which, 
up to the present, has been achieved. 
The Volanteer Corps, with increased 
numbers, and with, what I venture to 
think General Broadwood will find on 
arrival in a few week's time, increased 
efficiency, is more than ever entitled to 
the gratitude of the Community. The 
continuation for another year of the 
services of its Commandant, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Watson, has been secured ; the 
long expected new artillery, a gift from 
the British Government, has arrived ; 
‘and we are now being daily reminded 
that the annual training season has not 
lost its claim to the attention of the 
younger members of the Community. 

The reorganization, or perhaps more 
correctly the expansion, of the Police 
Force since the arrival of the new 
Captain-Superintendent, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Bruce, has proceeded as 
rapidly as circumstances would permit. 
The staff of officers, still not quite oom. 
plete, has been brought up to « number 
more in keeping with the size of the 
Force and every effort is being made 
to fit the Force for pression of 
riot or disturbance, while its very readi- 
ness will constitute the surest preventive 
measure.

tion, and bringing the responsibil 
for the whole number of convicts in 
Manicipal custody under one head. 
PUBLIC HEALTH. 

With the work of the Health De- 
partment the Council has abundant 
reason to be satisfied. The Health 
Officer's report is an ample one, and 
bears evidence of careful organization 
‘and close supervision of all branches of 
work grouped under the heading of 
Public Health. Tt is not enough, bow- 

er, that within the statutory limits of 
‘the Settlement, improved sanitary con- 
ditions should prevail, that infectious 
disease in so far as is possible should 
be prevented, that wholesome food 
should be secured, dogs muzzled and 
#0 forth, while immediately beyond a 
rapidly developing area is growing up 
without like supervision. Such, how- 
ever, I regret. to say, is the case, 
‘Many of you will remember that it was 











mainly because this condition of affairs| °° 


arose ten years ago that the extension 
of the Settlement was brought abont, 
and there are indications that on 
sanitary grounds an imperative demand 
for further extension will arise in the 
near fature. 

PUBLIC BAND. 

The Public Band has cost the Com- 
monity daring the year Tis. 40,000, 
and Ihave heard more criticism of this 
comparatively small item of expenditure 
than of almost any other part of the 
Financial Statement. Yet I ventare 
to think that the improved public 
music to which the community is be- 
coming accustomed amply ju: 
inerease. Evidence of the 
of the public concerts is furnished 
the fact that in this hall there bas not 
infrequently been standing room only. 

On the other hand the Band is not 
entitled to praise only ; we have had 
difficulty in impressing on the 
mtisicians that our requirements are not 
‘a simple orchestra for the production of 
classical music to be appreciated by the 
few. We need also popular m 
dance music, and military music, 3nd 
‘we trust that objections to uniform and 
reluctance to take the same pains with 
what I may call the lighter wide of their 
duties, on the part of the Band, will 
disappear daring the coming year. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

The routine duties of the Public 
Works Department are, if I may say 
40, uninteresting. That there is little 
to say on the subject may be, and I 
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due to the fact that they are| 
well performed. The completion of the! 
two new steel bridges over the Soochow 
Creek has occupied a considerable share 
of attention during the year, and it is 
seme source of congratulation that the 
2 Bridge was opened to traffic 
withia the estimated time, eighteen 
months. Had any of the cofferdams 
failed, it might have involved a further 
delay of many months. My attention 
has been drawn to the case of the 
central pier of Vauxhall Bridge. There. 
with a cofferdam not much larger than 
ours, with first-class foreign contractors 
and up-to-date plant, it required sixteen 
months to make the cofferdam tight. 
The Council considers that no little 
credit is due to Mr. Mayne for his work 
on the foundations, which have been 
carried out departmentally, and to the 
Contractors, Messrs. Howarth Erskine, 
Ld., for the efficient manner in which the 
steel superstructure has been erected. 
We were fortunate in obtaining the 
services of Mr. A. H. Collinson as 
Consulting Engineer for both of these 
public works. 

‘The supervision of the work of con- 
structing the tramway, and the ever- 
increasing list of Municipal building 
requirements, new buildings as well as 
enlargement of old ones, have been pro- 
minent among the matters calling for 
the attention of the Municipal Engineer. 
We have had difficalties with the various 
public companies who now make use of 
the public streets for their pipes and 
wires. Their conflicting interests 
have already involved the Counci 
it, and the incoming oun: 
to pick its way carefully be- 
tween the pitfalls dog for it in the 
name of locomotion, water and light. 

Turning to the Financial Statement 
itself you will find a surplus of Ordinary 
Income over Expenditure of Tis. 
372,000 against an estimated surplus of 
‘Tis. 409,000. We have raised the full 
amount of loan authorized, Tis. 250,000, 
nd the Extraordinary’ Expenditure, 
inclading a small deficit from 1908, has 
amounted to Tis, 824,000. It is im- 
possible for me to attempt this after- 
noon to account in detail for the deficit 
of Tis. 202,000 we carry forward 
to next year. 

But I may perhaps mention some 
among the larger items of Expenditure 
which we have incurred without your 
direct authority. Our bridges have cost 
tus Tis. 27,000 more than we thought. In 
land we have apent an extra Tis. 8,000 
on the Police Depét in Connaught 
Road, Tis. 20,000 on enlarging the 
Victoria Nursing Home, Tis. 30,000 
‘on the Hongkew Recreation Ground, 
and Tis, 16,000 on the open space at 
the corner of Jessfield and Brennan 
Roads. We have expended Tis. 44,000 
in excess of the appropriation for new 
roads. These figures taken with those 
of the Comparative Statement on page 
261 of the Report tell their own tale. 

The accounts are presented in the 
fallest detail and it only remains fo 
the Connell to say that if you consider 
we have overstepped the limits of pra- 
cace. ia sagan to. expesditars you 
must indicate in which direction greater 
economy should have been observed.

the proper manner. Now there are 
many things in this report which are 
very evident, but there are also many 
things here to which your attention 
might well be given ; and I hope after 
this meeting, though it is too late then 
to accomplish anything as far as this 
meeting is concerned, I hope every rate- 
payer will take the trouble to go through 
the report carefully, especially the finan- 
cial part of it. There are many things 
there that are very full of interest. 
There are too many good things. in 
the report for me to stop and enumerate 
them, and while there are so many good 
things there are also a good many 
things which we should like to know, 
which are omitted. Some of these 
items were referred to in a letter in the 
“ Shanghai Times,” bat it is possible that 
there are .some of jou here who are 30 
unfortunate as not to read the “Shang- 
hai Times,” and, therefore, at the risk of 
repeating that which some of you have 
read, I wish to refer to some of these 
items, The financial part of this report, 
‘as I read it, produces to my mind 
an impression of extravagance. The 
estimates for 1907 were admittedly 
generous and liberal as they always are 
when the ratepayers are called upon to 
pass the annual Budget. And yet the 
Council, without any hesitation ap- 
parently, has made a net expenditure, 
increasing over and above the estimate 
of Tis. 67,000, and if there had 
not been a reduction on their 
part on three important depart- 
ments, namely the police, public 
works and the fire brigade, there 
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would been a further excess of 
expenditure of over Tls. 46,000, making 
‘a total of Tis. 113,000. Now I hold 
that this is unwarranted. ‘This expen- 
diture, to which the Chairman has 
referred somewhat in detail, need not 
hare been made without the sanction of 
the ratepayers. The fact of the matter is 
that it seems as though, when we elect 
‘s Council, we elect, not our servants 
but our masters, and that they proceed 
to do very much as they please, without 
any reference to the desires of the 
ratepayers. (Murmurs and applause). 
‘That is the impreséion that I have 
received from four or five years’ re- 
sidence in Shanghai, and unfortunately 
Lhave been a ratepayer during most 
of that time. (Laughter). There are 
several items, too many for us to take 
up in detail, but there are two or three 
items to which it is just as well that 
attention should be called. There is 
‘an increase in the Secretariat of Tis. 
21,000, and yet because one man was 
80 unfortunate as to die, and another 
was s0 unfortunate as to be away, the 
Report was late, and this although 
there was an excess of Tis. 21,000 
over the estimate given for the 
Secretariat. (Applause). We carried 
over’ from last year a deficit of 
Tis. 13,000, » mere bayatelle, We 
found no fault with the Council for 
auch a deficit as that.

‘hi they do next year? (Ap- 
plause). ‘The Chairman has invited us 
to ask questions. I may be permitted, 
therefore, to ask one or two questions. 
Why is the stock and stores account 
allowed to exceed the estimate by Tls. 
33,000? Were these stores so necessary 
that they could not wait until the rate- 
payers had a chance to pass upon any 
‘such item as that, after having allowed a 
large margin for such purchases? An- 
other question I should like to ask is 
who supplied these stores, and what 
percentage of Profit was there upon 








them! Into whose pocket did the 
profit go. (Hisses). I would like 
to add: who got the contract 


for the cement? I don’t know, neither 
do I think that any man under the 
sun, except the Council and the man 
who got it, knows. (Laughter). I 
would like to ask where did that Tis. 
14,000 go for advertising and print-| 
ing? I'am quite sure that if T were 
ruoning a papers and received Ts. 
10,000 for advertising L would be very 
oath to criticize the Council. (Ap- 
plause). There is an excess of Tis. 
21,000 for the Secretariat, and yet we 
have no rules of order on the floor. 
Probably that is one of the items of 
economy on the part of the Council. 
Now, Mr. Chairman, Ladies and 
Gentlemen, we may well ask in view of 
these excesses whether the new Council, 
which is substantially the old Council, 
will consider that it is bound by this, 
or by the estimates any more than it was 
bound last year by the estimates, or 
shall we expect that at the end of the 
next year we shall carry forward 
another large debt ? It seems to me 











that it is time for the ratepayers to 
instruct the Council not to exceed the! 


estimates, but that their expenditure be 
kept within the proper limit and that 
they shall use public money as though 
it were public money, and that they 
should realize that when they are 
spending it, and when they are 
using it, they are discharging public 
trust. ‘There is a good deal of evidence 
in this report of gross incompetence or 
gross negligence. Applause.) 

Mr. H.D. Horcmteow : Mr. Chair- 
man, in last year's estimates there was 
‘sum of Tis. 32,000 for drains and 
Tis. 10,000 was spent. It would be in- 
teresting to know what became of the 
balance and where it is placed. OF 
course it a} in the accounts, but 
where is it? If I may even make a 
suggestion I shonld suggest looking for 
it in the Public Works Department 
under the heading of salaries, (Here 
there were repeated calls to the speaker 
to fave the meeting). I am following 
the rules of procedure, which say that 
all speakers shall address the Chair- 
man. The rules of procedure also state 
that a ratepayer shall only speak once 
on one topic. How to address the 
Chairman and the meeting at the same 
time I don’t know, but these rules were 
produced by the Council and the late 
Secretary five or six years ago, 

Mr. Laxpate : Mr. Chairman, Ladies 
‘and Gentlemen, it is impossible to 
answer in detail all the questions 
that the Rev. Mr. Myers has put to 
us, but I will refer to one or tno 
items. As far as stocks and stores 
are concerned it is only money invested, 
and you can quite well understand that 
we have to take opportunities of buying 
and getting out from home stocks and 
stores, as required, in antici of 
requirements. With reference to what 
was said about the cement contracts I 
may say that tenders. for coal, oil, 
cement, ete., were called for by public 
notification and the result of the tenders 
is published in full in the Municipal 
minutes from time to time. We have 
‘on one or two occasions discussed the 
desirability of publishing the names of 
unsuccessful tenderers, but more on 
their account than on ours we have 
Tefrained from doing so. At the same 
time application at the Municipal offices 
will always elicit the desired informa- 
tion. (Applause). The amount that 
has been spent on stationery during 
the past year has been, according 
to a statement thet I have here, 
very evenly divided amongst the dif- 
ferent printers in Shanghai. I will 
read a few of the larger amounts we 
have had: the “North-China Daily 
News,” Tis. 1,858; The “ Shanghai 
Mercury,” Tis. 1,496, Messrs. 
Kelly & Walsh, Tis. 2,988, and 
Tong Hing, Tls. 2,873. The others 
are small amounts divided up amongst 
& large number of different printers. 
(Applause). With reference to the 
question as to what has become of the 
balance between what was spent on 
drainage and what it was estimated 
would be spent, as I understand it 
Tis. 10,000 has been spent and Tis. 
30,000 was estimated. The difference of 
Tis. 20,000 has not been spent. (Ap- 

suse). The estimate for this year, 
which is given as Tis. 57,000, is ac- 
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counted for by the fact that we have to 
spend more next year because we did 
not spend so much last year.

‘The need for the authority which the 
Council seeks under this vote dates in 
reality from some years back. It would 
date, if this community were a comman- 
ity of precisians, to the year 1905 when 
the Council felt iteelf compelled to sc- 
cept a rental of $40 ass basis of taxa- 
tion for « house worth more than twice 
that amount, because its owner had 
leased it to his employers at the low 
rate mentioned, and consented to reside 
in it drawing rent allowance from these 
‘employers for an equal amount. To 
meet the case the Council did no more 
than omit the words “actual or” from 
the Rate Schedule for the year next 
‘ensuing. The authorization for the year 
1906 thus reads: “That the General 
Municipal Rate on the assessed rentals 
of houses etc. to be levied," and it was 
hoped. that thereby the power to assess 
premises, where considered necessary, 
would be undisputed. The case was an 
isolated one and a small one and no 
further action was taken. 

‘The work of house assessment both 
before and since that incident has pro- 
ceeded with what I may describe as 
commendable smoothness, under the 
direction of our valued and experienced 
Overseer of Taxes, the intervention of 
the Finance Committee has seldom been 
called for, and appeals have been in- 
frequent. 

‘During the past year the case of 
Messrs, Kuhn and Komor, and the 
exhaustive and well-considered verdict 
delivered therein by the late Mr. von 
Hirsch, Consul-General for Austria- 
Hifogary, has brought to light the 
fact that our proceedings have been for 
many years oltra vires. He said in #0 
many words “You have been quite 
right in what you have dowe, but quite 
‘wrong in the way you have done it.” 

I do not propose to discuss here the 
rights and wrongs of Messrs. Kubo 
‘and Komor's appeal against the Coun- 
cil's assessment of their premises in:the 
‘Nanking Road; they are beside the 
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mark. The Resolution which I pro- 
pose is in general terms, it has been 
framed under legal sdvice, and in 
accordance with the Austrian Court's

The Budget which will later on be 
presented for your approval provides 
for a reduction of seven per cent in tl 
receipte from opium licences for this 
financial year. For at the time when 
we framed this Budget it was our 
intention to recommend you only to 
sanction a seduction from July 1 
next, or for the latter half of the year, 
of ten per cent or fifteen per cent in 
number of licences issned. We were: 
prepared to say to the Chinese Gorern- 
ment: “ We will keep pace with you in 
your opium reform movement, and as 
you enforce reduction in the amount of 
‘opium grown in China or imported, 60 
we will close down npon the faci 
for ‘ite consumption in the foreign 
Settlement.” 

From, an administrative and police 
point of view there can be no doubt 
that, while opinm is brought with free- 
dom into this Settlement, the lower

houses abolished altogether, under 
existing conditions of supply you would 
run the risk of turning many coolie 
bongs and native lodging houses into 
unlicensed opium saloons which would 
rapidly degenerate into rendezvous for 
the criminal classes. You may say that 
this could be prevented by enforcing 
the terms of lodging house licences, but 
that would mean the constant barrass- 
ing of lodging house keepers, with th 
possible disorganization of all coolie life 
labour in the Settlement. 

Bat it is idle to speculate as to what 
would be the result of such drastic 
‘measures, experience alone should be our 
guide, and what we want to impress upon 
yo is that your policy should be one of | 
caution and that any reform measures 
you may agree to should be of « gradual 
nature. 

I feel sure that everyone of us has 
the greatest sympathy with the Chinese 
pation in i in its effort to dissipate the 
opium habit, bat we are not unfamiliar’ 

with Chinese official procedure, and 
how far short actual administrative | 
results fall when compared with the 
oficial pronouncements that precede 




















It is impossible not to be sceptical as 
to the intentions of the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment with regard tothia matter, although 
‘on this occasion we quite recognize 
that many officials are sincere in their 

to eradicate the opium evil and I 
‘am sure there is every intention on the 
part of this community to assist them. 
Yet we know of no programme that 
they have drawn up to make this great 
reform possible, if indeed they have a 
programme. They have never publish- 
‘ed any indication of the measures they 
proposed to adopt for curtailing the 
supply, or of the substitute they have 
designed for the income derived from 
opiuin which is hypothecated against 
their foreign loans. 

Suppose, for example, in three or 
four years’ time, the opinm houses 
being closed, the Chinese Government, 
1g to abolish the use of the 
drug, were to succeed in estab! 

a lu nopoly, and a greatly 
extended and enlarged Foochow Road 
were inaugurated on the outskirts of 
the Settlement, under no police con: 























trol whatever, perhaps under the 
Consalar protection of some Power 
whose treaty obligations to China 


might be difficalt for any resident, not 
a member of the Consular Body, to 
trace. The position wonld be one 
which I Ao not carp to contemplate, 
but what assurance have we which 
would justify us in disregarding past 
warnings? Lotteries have been, ran, 
both foreign and native, on the borders 
of the Settlement in spite of our 
protests. 

Farther, the Chinese Government 
have tarned this Settlement alone of all 
cities in China into an experimental field 
in respect to the abolition of corporal 
punishment to onr great inconvenience 
and cost. What assurance have we 
that they do not intend also to experi- 
ment here with the abolition of public 
opium smoking ? 

"The sheen of these, x0 to 
first business essentials, on the part of 
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the Chinese Government, was among the 
reasons which led us to the view that 
the Settlement was called upon to do 
little more than continue its work of 
supervision over opium licences, and 
wait for the cessation of supplies of the 
drag to render that supervision un- 


necessary. 
Since the publication of the Budget, 
however, s considerable amount of cor- 





Manicipal Gazette” are familiar, and 
the Resolution which I have now the hon- 
our to bring forward, has been framed in 
accordance with the advice of His 
‘Majesty's Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs as published in the Municipal 
minutes, and in terms which your 
Council has reason to believe will meet 
with the support of the majority of the 
local missionary body.

Sir Pelhaw Warren 
writing says “they have before them 
the example of steps taken by the Ubi- 
nese authorities in the native city of 
Shanghai and in other large towns, 
‘and they should surely place them- 
selves in # line in this respect with 
Chinese action.” I, therefore, claim 
from this letter that the British Govern- 
ment is making a direct appeal to us to 
close as quickly as possible all the 
opium dens in Shanghai. The Amer- 
ican Government sent an explicit 
telegram recently, which has been 
published, to the American Consul 
General here, making the same general 
appeal to the ratepayers. Some have 
said that tl 
veiled threat 
American Governments. I think it is 
‘a great pity to look upon this in any 
way as a veiled threat. It seems to 
me that it is @ courteous appeal from 
the home Governments to carry on 
work which is in line with their policy. 
Tt seems to me that it would be a work 
of the highest courtesy for us here in 
Shanghai to give voice to the wishes of 
these two Governments. Over and 
above these appeals there is the appeal 
that has constantly been made by the 
Chinese Government to the Council and 
the Ratepayers’ meeting to take steps 
‘to close at the earliest possible date 
all opium dens here, following its 
own action. I hold in my hand 
four appeals which I bel have 
all been submitted to the Municipal 
Council from Chinese in and around 
Shanghai.

They are 
places where the lawless and unruly 
part of China assemble for illicit pur - 
poses. As was pointed out by Mr. 
Little, the opium dens in the environ- 
ment have been closed, and that 
naturally tends to cause a 

number of the criminal classes to come 
into the Settlements. The Captaia 
Superintendent of Police called atten- 
tion to the large increase of crime in 
this Settlement during the past six 
months, and attributed it to the 
abolition of corporal punishment, 
which I personally have no sympathy. 
But it seems to me that that does not 
sccount for it. What really accounts 
for it is that the opium dens have 
been closed in the environs and the 
criminal classes have flocked i

We find this 
estimate short of the mark, for where- 
‘as the total expenditure proposed Inst 
year was Tis 520,000, the Budget 
which is before you calls for 
Tis. 714,000 that is to say an increase of 
Tis. 194,000, and as the preface points’ 
out even more funds will be required 
next year. The capital expenditure on 
Police buildings for this year is 
Tis. 186,000, and not less per anoum at 
all events will be needed during the two 
or three years ensuing. Thus without 
proceeding further through the figures 
of the Budget, we have ample explana- 
tion of, and ample reason for, increased 
taxation. 





LAND Tax. 

On the basis of a rate of six-tenths 
of one per cent, Land Tax is estimated 
to yield Tls. 684,000 or Tis. 232, 
more than in 1907. Land is to 
bear not only an increased rate 
bat, in accordance with Resolation 
‘V passed last year, has undergone re- 
assessment, and is now taxed at what 
wo believe to be its market value 
thronghout the Settlement, after re- 
duction by twenty per cent, For ex- 
planation of this twenty por cent rebate 
I refer you to the three successive 
minutes of the Council which do daty 
as preface to the Land Schedule. The 
rebate, which is now shown as a 
definite reduction of tax, is in reality 
less than formerly in vogue, when the 
Assessment Committees placed values 
on land lots twenty-five per cent below 
what they considered the land was 
worth. ‘The advantage of the new 
system is two-fold: it affords the 
necessary margin of protection against 
over-assessment, and will hereafter 
fornish facilities for keeping pace with 
the upward trend of land values without 
the inconvenience of further re-assess- 
ment. 








LICENCE FEES. 
I venture to think that the increased 
Ticence fees which we propose will meet 
with very general approval. They deal, 
ly speaking, with houses of 
Sraratiment and vehicles. Both 
classes of licences should, we consider, 
pay more than they have done in the 
past for the privileges which the Settle- 
ment affords them. 

The new licence upon the sale of 
arms is the concrete upshot of the 
addition to Bye-law XXXIV which 
was arranged last year. We have 
recommended that ‘the fee payable 
be Tis. 150 per quarter for wholesale 
importers and half that amount for 
retail dealers. The object of these 
comparatively-speaking high rates is, 
while constituting no hardship to 











dealers, t inate the petty trading 
in arms which with our miscellaneous 
native popalation has been found to be 
fraught with so much danger to good 
order. 





‘TRAMWAYs. 

We have estimated the royalty to be 
received from the Tramway Company at 
Tis. 15,000, and while it is impossible 
to say at present whether the optimistic 
view which we have taken as to the 
financial results of the tramway conces- 
sion is justified or not, yet, judging from 
the crowded condition in ‘which wo find 
the first cars running, there is every 
promise that the out-tarn will equal the 
estimate.

The original rules were framed at a 
ratepayers’ meeting in 1893, 
will remember, up to the 
an institution managed by the Masonic 
Body. That is to say, it was under 
the control of the Council and hed the 
financial support of the Council, but 
the teachers were not Municipal servants. 
‘This anomaly was put right a few years 
‘ago when it became what it now is, 
Municipal institution. Under these 
rules the school managed by the 
Council, who elect their own Chairman 
and Secretary. The proposed change 
is o very small one. We propose to 
ask to secure the services of an official 
Secretary, supplied by the Council, and 
thus to bring our work more closely 
in touch with the work of the Council 
by becoming sub-committee of the 
Council. ‘That is to say, our indepen- 
dence will not be affected but we thin! 
that we sball be able to carry out our 
work more easily and efficiently, and 
the reason for the change is simply 

is. When the present rules were 
framed the school was a very different 
affair from what it is now. The number 
of pupils was about 140 and the staff 
numbered about 7 whereas now there 
are over 400 children, and a staff of 
some sixteen teachers. Ladies and 
Gentlemen, I do not think that this 
marked growth of the school is due 
entirely to the growth of Shanghai; I 
think in part it is due to the excellent 
work done by the Headmaster and his 
staff. And in this connexion I think 
that we all owe a great debt of gratitude 
to Mr. G. Lanning who for so many 
‘years was headmaster of this school, and 
who built it pon such solid foundat 
(Applause.) I really think his name is 
so completely identified with this school 
that we shall always look upon Mr. 
Lanning as the founder of the school. 
Since he left, the staff has been greatly 
strengthened by bringing out highly 
trained teachers from home, but this 
has meant expending money, and a great 
increase in the expenses of the school 
‘and the work of management, and as 
you know we have to look to the 
Council for all our money.

of this year the road was again entirely 
closed to traffic. Now these four 
months ere the best of our business 
year, and the loss may be imagined. I 
trast yoa will bear with me a moment 
while I refer to what seems to me to be 
the legal aspect of the case. You 
will not, I think, be surprised to 
hear that common sense, common 
justice and common law, are all in 
my favour, Common law rebels at the 
idea of securing public rights by private 
wrongs, common justice declares that 
such things ought not to be. If it be 
necessary for the good of the community 
that certain course mast be followed, 
and if, in the following of that 
course,private individuals suffer grievous 
losses amounting to practical rain, 
then common law declares that com- 
pen-ation shall be given, I can 
assure you that it is no easy matter 
for me to stand before such « large 
assembly to tell you that unless 
I get compensation, I shall be forced 
to close my business. Such « business 
as I have cannot stand such loss. I 
have not the resources of a big limited 
‘company, nor have I the benefits of 
having branch stores in other parte of 
the Settlement. Iam alone and have 
to do the best I can for myself under 
‘the circumstances. I am, I regret to 
say, placed in this position through

my own, and I have no hesitation

"The 
elocution of the company deserves a 
special word of praise.

Sin,—In his letter in this morning's 
paper, Mr. E. S. Little raises the ques- 
tion of the absentee vote ih terms 
almost as heroic as those in which he 
added to the gaiety of the Ratepayers’ 
meeting by describing how three of the 
most powerful nations of the world 
were waiting to know whether or not 
his amendment about opium houses 
would be passed. 

The absentee vote like other safe- 
guards of our local constitution was 
inserted in the Land Regulations as a 
check upon votes of the Ratepayers 
which may call for revision or recon- 
sideration. If this check were removed 
there is little donbt that it would be 
replaced, but the substitute would, 
perhaps, not be in the direction advocat- 
ed by Mr. Little. 

It will probably be admitted by the 
Council and the great mujority of Rate- 
payers that the poll should be appealed 
to only in exceptional cases, and mainly 
to defend our local constitution under 
mhich the Settlement has progressed and 
prospered for two generations. 

It will probably be admitted that, in 
ordinary circumstances, it is undesirable 
to pass the business of the year, such as 
the Budget, by an appeal to the poll, 
but in fairness it should be borne in

Indeed, cases of suicide 
through opium ‘throughout the pro 
vinces each year are so numerous that 
they can hardly be counted. Robberies 
‘and litigations arising therefrom are 
also most numerous, and it makes us sad 
indeed to think that so many lives have 
been destroyed by this fatal drug. 
Moreover, by the consumption of 
opium the people of this Sacred 
Land of ours become yearly weakened

On a former occasion we insued an 
Edict tprohibiting the consumption of 
in the period of ten years, and 
8 issued simed at grada- 
ally redncing the consumption 80 
that within the specified limit of time 
both the foreign imported drag and that 
produced locally may be simultaneously 
stopped. 
We are glad to note that the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain has now consented 






to redace the importation of opium each | p, 


year and that other friendly countries 
are also gladly willing to assist us io 
the matter. Such enlightened conduct 





has already begun in earnest to reduce 

importation of opium and has ar- 
ranged with us to make atentative reduc- 
tion for the space of three years. When 
China bas substantially reduced the 
planting and consnmption of the drag 
within the period agreed upon, then 
further reduction thereof is to be con- 
tinued on both sides. If we, in China, 
show ourselvers unable within the 
specified period of three short years to 
reduce the drug consumption within our 
dominions, how can we show our appre- 
ciation of the friendly offices of our neigh- 
bours? How can we show our gratitude 
to the foreign philanthropists who have 
been showing such self sacrifices both of 
time and money to help us? Indeed, 
‘once we fail, it is to be feared that the 
opportunity may not come again to us. 
If we show ourselves eternally unable 
to get rid of the fatal habit we shall be a 
lost country. When one thinks of 
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frun the Emperor on his Throne, 
Mini-ters with him, down to the 
meanest subject, all onght to be filled 
with shame, alarm and uneasiness. 
We hereby command the Ministries 

of the Interior and of Finance to lose 
pon the manner 
jons as to the 
carrying out of our instructions and to 
draw up a memorial asking us to issue 
1 special Edict on the subject to be 
proclaimed throughout the Empire. 
On the other hand, the Viceroys and 
Governors of provinces are commanded 
to see to it that the instructions of the 
Council of State, Chénwuch'a, are sub- 
stantially carried ont by their subordin- 
tes throughout the country. ‘The said 























Viceroys and Governors are also com- 
manded to investigate the conditions 
withio their respective jurisdictions and, 
after deciding upon the manner whereby 
substantial reduction of the cultivation 
the poppy and the consumption of 
the drag may be gradually brought 
abot, to report to us first before putting 
their respective schemes into. force. 
‘They are to show how much reduction 
aay be made each year and they are to 
send useach a special report at the end 
‘of each year as to what has been done by 
them. “As for the manner of obtaining 
other revenues to make up for the losses 
‘onthat on opium we hereby command 
the Ministry of Finance to arrange about 
this matter. This is a question of 
whether our country is to be a strong 
fone or weak one inthe future and 
whether our subjects are to be strong and 
healthy or weak and short-lived ; hence 
it portant that all our officials, 
igh and low, in Peking and in the 
provinces, should use their best en- 
deavours to eradicate the evil. No 
matter how hard and difficult the task 
may be we must succeed in entirely 
‘eradicating the opiam habit jin the 
limit of time set by Imperial Edict. 
Let there be no evasion of duties else 
the culprits will receive condign pupish- 
ment at our hands.

UNREST IN CHEKIANG.

General Chiang Kuei-ti, Commander 
of the Northern troopa now stationed in 
in the Yangtze towns to keep « special 
watch over the secret societies and salt 
smugglers of this Viceroyalty, has 
received instructions from Peking to 
send four battalions of his troops into 
Chékiang province in order to assist the 
local forces there to search for salt 
smugglers and other bodies of pirates and 
brigands. A Tientsin dispatch further 
reports that H. E. Yang Shih-hsiang, 
Acting Viceroy of Chihli, has instract- 
the Major-Generals of ‘the Chénting 
and Tientsin Military Circuits to pro- 
ceed in force to the district of Lung- 
pinghsien in order to crush the des- 
peradoes and bandits in that region.

SATURDAY'S OPERATIONS. 

On Saturday afternoon the entire 
‘Volunteer Corps took part in mancouvres 
in the country between the Rifle Range 
and the Waterworks. The weather 
was ideal, and the ground was in 
perfect condition, being neither too 
dusty nor too soft to render marching 
difficult. It was agreed on all sides, 
when the operations terminated, that 
they had been the most successfal and 
instructive in which the S. V. C. had 
taken part for many years. One touch 
of realism was lacking ; no blank am- 
munition bas as yet been sent from 
Hongkong for the Artillery’s new guns, 
and thus, while they were constantly in 
action, the attacking force had no means 
of knowing where they were or what 
they were doing. 

‘The defending force was under the 
command of Major Traeman, and con- 
sisted of one troop of the Light Horse, 
two Maxims, the M.I., the Customs,

TRAMS AND THE 
TRAFFIC, 


With the inauguration of the tram 
service certain new features have ariveu 
in connexion with traffic, the most 
important of which appears to be 
whether, at any time, it is permissible 
to pass ‘a tram car on the right hand 
side, when driving s vehicle. ‘That in 
England apparently the question is 
quite clear is shown by the following ex- 
tract from Motor” of February 11 :— 

“The presence of a tramline, coupled 
with a tram upon it, seeing that the 
vehicle is confined to the middle of the 
road, undoubtedly divides that road 


direction, feel for the opposing force and 
engage it when found.

as you would pass any other vehicle, by 
moving over to the off side. Such a 
procedure only brings you face to face 
with any opposing traffic which may be 
‘upon the road, and brings you, in fact, 
entirely on your wrong side of the road. 
The only correct way, I think, is to 
pass s tramcar on the near side, and 
watch carefully for alighting passengers.” 

But in Shanghai it is not so easy to 
Isy down hard-and-fast rales in this way, 
simply because, in some places, there is 
not room fora vehicle of any kind to 
pass on the near side of the tram, 
By attempting to pass on the off side, 
however, there is the possibility of meet~ 
ing another tram, perhaps unexpectedly 
emerging from a cross road, and being 
forced still further over into contact 
with light vehicles on the right side ; 
and no argument could justify a posi- 
tion there. It would appear, therefore, 
that the only safe course is not to pass 
a tram at all unless on the near side. 
The local regulations may not 
be strict upon this point, but there is 
no doubt that all action to the con- 
trary will be solely at the risk of the 
driver.

He said that Mr. Martinson would find 
a letter at home from Mr. Teesdale to 
that effect. 

Cross-examined— Witness went to 
the office to see Mr. Martinson about 
business in Vladivostok and about a 
steamer. 

Mr. Teesdale asked his Lordship to 
decide the question of the sufficiency of 
the declaration of trast. 

His Lordship sai 
Martinson signed this on condition that 
the action would be withdrawn that was 
enough. His Lordship was not ‘going 
to declare on the validity of this docu- 
The question 
whether this was signed on 
condition that the action would be 
withdrawn, Counsel might say that 
defendant undertook to do what he 
could not do, but that was not enough. 

Mr. Teesdale suggested that enongh 
had been shown to enable him to put 
forward this point, namely that there 
was a contract for settlement which the 
defendant on his part was unable to 
fulfill. 

His Lordship—He said: “ If you will 
withdraw it 1 will sign this declaration 
of trust.” He has.signed it and you 
have not withdrawn. 

Mr. Teesdale—He has signed some- 
thing he cannot do. 

His Lordship—Do you allege that 
the sanction to withdraw the case was) 
obtained by fraud ? 

Mr. Teesdale—That iss matter 
which it is a little difficult for me to say 
now ‘considering the short time I have 
had to go into this point.

Between 
March 7 and March 19 witness did 
not sce either Mr. Stewart or Mi 
Moran, neither did he see Mr. Mat 
son. ‘The paper produced was given 
witness by Mr. Chang after witness 
returned from Hangehow. Witness 
understood that the paper was a deed 
of sale to make over a piece of land to 
him. Witness did not promise to 
withdraw the case, but he said that if 
Mr. Martinson ca-e to the lawyer's 
office and the title deed was handed 
over to him then he would agree to do 
it, Witness had not been in defendants’ 
office since March 7. He had never 
seen Mr. Dzionk before. 

Cross-examined—He was not in the 
office on the morning of March 8, 
Witness did not see the declaration 
of trust before it was handed to him 
by Mr. Chang. Witness was not in 
the office at 4.30 p.m. on March 11. 

C. Chang stated that he was 
employed in a Chinese shipping hong. 
Witness saw Mr. Martinson sign the 
declaration of trust. The one copy 
was dated March 7 and the othar 
March 8. Witness took the paper to 
Mr. Long. Witness saw the draft 
document when Mr. Martinson and 
Mr. Woo were in the office. 

Cross-examined—Woo Wong-ping, 
‘Mr. Martinson snd witness were in the 
office when the declaration of trust was 
signed. 

‘By his Lordship—Mr. Woo firat 
took the declaration of trust to witness.

He saw the com- 
pradore, but did not speak to him uotil 
~ third occasion on which he called. 
yess identified the declaration of 
trust, In order to settle an account 
which Mr. Martinson owed plaintiff, Mr. 
Martinson proposed to hand over a pieoe 
of land. Mr. Martinson told witness and it 
was arranged. The man named Chap, 
wrote this paper. Witness thought this 
Chang was the sume man who gave evid- 
ence the previous day, but he was not 
in Court. Witness did not see Chang 
write this document, but he took 
the paper to Mr. Martinson’s office when 
witness was there. It was wrong to say 
that witness produced this document 
first and gave it to Chang. When 
Chang produced this paper to Mr. 
Martinson there were only Mr. Marti 
son, Chang aod witness present. Wit- 
ness forgot which day it was, but it was 
‘on » Saturday at about eleven o'clock. 
The paper that Mr. Martinson signed 
was dated March 8. Plaintiff did not 
like it and asked for another copy to 
be made out, and it was made without 
a date. Plaintiff told witness he did 
‘not like it becanse the 8th was no use. 
Witness was not present when Mr. 
‘Martinson signed the second one. 
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By Mr. Martinson—On March 11 
witness was in defendants’ office at about 
4 p.m, and plaintiff was therg ‘The 
plaintiff said that he would get the 
case finished if Mr. Martinson got all 
the documents ready. 

By Mr. Teesdale—The year before 
last Mr. Martinson employed witness 
a an assistant. Witness had not seen 
Mr. Martinson for a long time. 

His Lordship—I do not find that 
there is any agreement here to with- 
draw the case. I think that there were 
negotiations and I think that in all 
probability they went off when the 
plaintiff found that the title deed itselt 
was not forthcoming—the real  bindi 
document in all these cases 
upon which (Chinese are likely to rely.

Mr. Teesdale asked if his Lordship 
would go into the accounts.

Martinson to sign it he tore it 
up and put it in the fire. There was 
an I. O. U. for Tis. 350 which Mr. 
Martinson also tore. Witness produced 
the paper. 

Mr. Martinson said that there was 
an agreement that the Tis. 200 was to 
be repaid when a case he was bringing 
in the French Coant was settled. The 
case was still pending. There were also 
other items in connexion with the same 
matter. 

The plaintiff stated that he had never: 
received any salary and he had to keep 
acompradore staff. Witness produced 
further compradore orders. 

W. G. Smith stated that one com- 
pradore order for Tls. 100 was fora 
cheque made out to Mrs. Wilson. When 
this lady presented the cheque it was 
returned dishonoured. 

‘After considering other items, his 
Lordship said—I do not consider 
that this cheque the acconnt 
given by the plaintiff bas been 
proved. He has to prove these various 
sums, I am not satisfied about this 
‘Tis. 100 ; and on the whole I shall dis- 
allow half a month's wages for these 
servants. I don’t believe that the whole 
of the money which he claims he has 
expended wes expended. As regards 
the matter the French Court I 
cannot find in favour of defendants’ 
contention.

Daring 1906, 
when witness was returning from office 
fone afternoon and when passing in a 
ricsha along the North Szechuen Road 
ion, he saw his dog attacked by 
the defendant's dog, which slipped ite 
muzzle. The defendant's dog was on a. 
so-called lead—a piece of string, but 
the coolie let go the lead and ran away 
about fifty yards. Defendant's dog bit 
witness’ pointer on the shoulder, upset- 
ting it and causing it to collide with 
witness's riesha. Witness's dog's muz~ 
ale got entangled with the shaft of the 
ricsha and came off, On separating the 
combatants, witness found that his dog 
had been severely mauled. He took it 
home in a ricsha and afterwards took it 
in s carriage to Dr. Pratt, under whose 
care it remained for seventeen days, 
suffering from a most serious wound. 
Correspondence (produced) then passed

the dogs by taking hold of 
dog's collar. He had no stick with 
him. He had suggested that the 
defendant shonld pay the veterinary 
surgeon's bill. His brother's dog 
mentabout with his dog. His brotver's 
dog had lately been attended to by Dr. 
Pratt and died on the 19th instant. 
It was sent to the kennels, but was not 
shot. The two dogs were together on 
March 9, when defendant's dog bit that 
belonging to witness. Witness had 
never received complaints from anyone 
about his dog, thongh he had heard 
from his mother that it had a “ set-to” 
witha dog belonging to Mr. Timm. 
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Mrs. A. Morgan stated that she was 
the mother of the last witness.

After an unsuccessful attempt to sepa- 
rate the dogs, witness called a foreign 
policeman to assist, but he also was 
unable to separate them. During the 
struggle “King” (complainant's dog) 
got his eye teeth through the muzzle 
‘and bit defendant's dog on the top of 
the head. At the same time heres ‘8

dogs were eventually ‘parted and 
2 ‘Ringe "muzzle came off. Com- 
plainant's dog was badly injured. ‘The 
two dogs which went out in witness's ° 
charge were always most obedient and 
would go “to heel” at any moment 
when called. Witness was always afraid 
of defendant's dog, which could slip its 
muzzle with its ps 

In cross-examination, the witness 
said that “King” bit the defendant's 
dog on the head, when the latter had 
its teeth into “King’s” breast. A 
dog was effectively mazzlag, so long as 
‘the muzzle did not come off. She had 
had @ conversation with Mr. Timm 
‘about the dogs, bat Mr. Timm rade 
no complaint to her. 

Alter pointing ont that the proseoa- 
tion must show that the defendant's 
dog was ferocious and not under proper 
control, Mr. Douglas called the defen- 
dant, who stated that he had had his 
dog for about seven years. He had 
received no complaints about it, 
except from complainant, and then 
only ss to the incident mentioned 
‘occurred in 1906, His dog 
was a most friendly animal, and was 
taken out by the coolie every afternoon, 
muzzled and led on a string. 

Cross-examined—The coolie was in

On the 9th instant, when coming 
from Range Road into Szechnen Road, 
defendant's dog was attacked by two 
dogs which were with Mrs. Morgan. 
Witness got one of the two dogs away, 
‘and gave it to a passer-by to hold, and 
then tried to separate the other two 
dogs, but failed to do so. In trying to 
‘separate them, the lead-rope broke and 
the dogs ran_ewsy. With the aid of

forced open with a stick. Complainant's 
dog had attacked defendant's dog on

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manager of “Sport and Gossip 
the “ Shanghai Times.” Witness fad 
known him about three years, 

‘At this stage the inquest was ad- 
journed until 10 a.m. next day. 

‘Shanghai, March 25. 

‘The inquest was resumed at H. M. 
Police Court into the circumstances 
surrounding the death of Arnokl 
Roberts, which occurred about 5 a.m. 
on the 24th instent, from » bullet 
wound in the head. 

Dr. W. B. Billinghurst, registered 
medical practitioner, stated that at 3.45 
a.m. on the 24th instant he was called 
up on the telephone by the Sister in 
charge at the General Hospital. On 
arriving at the Hospital he found that 
Roberts was unconscious and had « 
ballet wound over the left temple. The 
bullet had penetrated the skull and 
lodged within the brain. Deceased was 
obviously in extremis and died an hour 
Ister—about 5 s.

He had 
r expressed any intention to take 
is own life and he was the last man 
that witness would have expected to 
do so. He had no financial or domestic 
trouble. In July last deceased lent witness 
the revolver produced and thirteen cart 
ridges. About three months ago he 
aaked for the revolver back, but did not 
call for it until a fortnight ago. Wit- 
nees could only find five cartridges then 
and gave them back to deceased, to- 
with the revolver. He found the 
remaining eight cartridges the previous 
night on searching for them.

Not daring to pass through 
Roberts’ office, he went through 
the window of his own office to 
the composing room upstairs and called 
the foreman compositor. They came 
down together and, looking into the 
office, saw blood on Roberts’ temple. 
They then went to the Central Police 
Station and reported what had happened. 
By the Coroner—When Roberts came. 
into the office at 2.30 a.m. and also 
when he gave witness the letters to post, 
he was breathing hard, bat did not 
appear to be excited. Witness did not 
see any revolver then. Roberts did 





























not usually come to the office “at that 
time, though he often worked from 
8 p.m. until midnight. 

'P. C, Redding said that at 3 a.m. on 
the 24th instant, on instructions recei 
from the sergeant on duty in the charge- 
room at the Central Police Station, he 
took the ambulance to the “ Shanghai 
Times” office. On entering the office, he 
saw in chair at a 
desk ; his head was drooping forward 
‘and there was blood on the left side of 
his face. He was breathing very heavily. 
‘Witness spoke to him, but received no 
reply. There was « bullet-wound in the 
left temple and the revolver produced 
was in his left band, which Isy across 
his lap, with the fore-finger on thetrigger 
of the revolver. Witness took possession 
of the revolver, three letters and an 
open chit and then removed deceased 
on the ambulance to the General 
Hospital, where he was put in bed and 
afterwards attended to by Dr. Billing- 
burat. 

‘Detective-Sergeant Burnside said that 
‘about 8.30 a.m. on the 24th instant, 
he visited deceased's bedroom, where he 
found, scattered on the bed, the 
sheets of note-paper now produced. 
On these the deceased had written 
unfinished letters. The bed had not) 
been slept in. 

The Coroner found that Arnold 
Roberts died about 5 a.m. on March 
24, 1908, from » ballet wound in the 
head, and that such wound was self- 
inflicted while deceased was of unsound 
mind. He also added that Detective- 
Sergeant Burnside was to be commended 
for the manner in which he had con- 
ducted the investigation necessary for 
the purpose of this inquiry.

In May 1905 « quantity of batter, 
the property of a foreign firm, was 
stolen and was eventually fond con- 
cealed on the steamlaunch Ripple. 
The Iaodsh and some of the crew of the 
Iaunch were arrested and though they’ 
protested their innocence and stated 
that the present prisoner was the thief, 
they were committed and sentenced 
to terms of imprisonment, and the 
Inodah was also ordered to pay $68, 
the value of the butter. The prisoner 
now before the Court was arrested at! 
the instance of the Isodah and crew. 

‘The Court found the prisoner guilty 
and sentenced him to six months’ im- 
prisonment. 

‘A representative of the Shanghai 
and Hongkew Wharf Co., the os 
employers, made application that the 
laodah and crew should be compensated 
for loss of wages during the time they 
‘were in prison, and for the return of the 
$68 which the laodsh had been called 
‘upon to pay in 1908.

The Assessor said that the case could 
not be reopened. The present Court 
did not know upon what grounds the 
conviction of the laodah and crew in 
1905 was arrived at. They were 
charged with having been concerned in 
the theft and were probably held to 
have had guilty knowledge that the 
stolen batter was on board the launch. 


A BREACH OF REGULATIONS. 


The proprietor of a tes-house, No. 
20 Pakhoi Rosd, was charged with 
allowing his premises to be used as « 
place for injecting morphis, A second 
defendant was charged with injecting 
morphia for gain upon the said 
premises. 

Inspector Bland, of the Health 
Department, prosecuted, and pointed 
oat that as morphia was a form of opium, 
the first defendant was in the came 
position as the keeper of an unlicensed 
opiam-house. 

The proprietor of the tea-chop was 
fined $5, and the second defendant was 
sentenced to fourteen days’ imprison- 
‘ment, 


WORTHLESS BANK ORDERS. 


A contractor named Liang Tes-z00 

brought up on remand, charged 
with uttering six worthless bank orders 
on the Hung Tah native bank, with 
which he had no sccount, thereby at- 
tempting to defrand a native com- 
plainant of Tis. 2,600, on various dates 
daring 1907 and 1908. 

Mr. C. R. Holoomb represented the 








native complainant. Detective-Sub- 
Inspector Fitzgibbon prosecuted on 
behalf of the Shanghai Municipal Polioa, 
and Mr. Walker, (Messrs. Hanson, 
McNeill and Jones) sppeared for 
defence. 


The complainant gave evidence that 
he had supplied lumber to the accused, 
who had given him promissory notes 
and afterwards cheques for the amounts, 
also giving a guarantee that these would 
be paid. The cheques had been dis- 
honoured by the bank. Evider se was 
given by the man who had yone to 
collect the sums, and he stated that 
the accused always asked him to wait 
for a while, 

The accused said he had issued 
cheques on the Ying-kong Bank 
in the beliof that Mr. Lin, « 
friend of his, was about to be- 
come manager. Had Mr. Lin boon 
made manager accused would have re- 
ceived Tis. 1000 credit, bat as Liu did 
not get the appointment, the cheques 
were dishonoared. He had required the 
lamber to build boate, and when these 
were paid for, he would have had money 
to pay the complainant. 

‘The Court. dismissed the charge, the 
Assessor stating that it was simply 
commercial transaction, which should 
be dealt with in the native Court. 

‘Mr. Holcomb asked if the Court 
would restrain the defendant from 
taking away the boats, but Mr. Barton 
pointed ont that they wore already 
the bands of the Court. They would 
be released on his finding security for 
the amount of the debt, which eccneed 
had said he was willing to pay.

Tar telegram which we published 
two days ago announcing that the 
Board of Trade had made an offer 
for the purchase of the India 
Docks is a satisfactory indication 
that Mr. Lloyd George’s promised 
measure relating to the Port of 
London has reached the first stages 
of a definite undertaking. As a 
subject of extreme technicality— 
how technical may be gathered 
from the reluctance of experts to 
commit themselves to any precise 
recommendation—the control of 
the Port of London may at first 
sight appear alarming to the general 
public. But sentiment, no less 
than practical considerations, is 
concerned in the welfare of what 
is still, though seriously assailed by 
younger rivals, the largest port in 
the world ; and it is clear that even 
outside shipping circles the pro- 
blem of the London docks is 
engaging serious attention. During 
Jast summer and autumn certain 
members of the London County 
Council’s Rivers Committee visited 
a number of the principal. British 
and foreign ports—entirely at the 
members’ own expense, be it 
remarked—and the results of their 
inspection were submitted in an 
‘exhaustive report to the Council. 
Into the technical side of this 
report it is not necessary for the 
moment to enter; but the upshot 
of the inspection was that no time 
should be lost in appointing a single 
controlling anthority for the Port 
of London which would be able to 
carry out the necessary reforms in 
@ uniform manner. So far back 
as 1902 the Royal Commission 
then appointed to investigate the 
condition of the port made the same 
recommendation in very nearly the 
same terms of urgency. Nothing 
ye done: possibly because the 
single authority as proposed by the 
Royal Commusion would have 
Proved more unwieldy than the five 
separate authorities between whom 
the control of the Port of London 
is actually divided. What’ wo are

is that the urgency which was great 
in 1902 is not smaller in 1908. 
The nataral problems of the river 
itself are no less, indeed they are 
increased by the enormous growth 
during the last five years in the size

If we compare the tonnage of 
vessels using the ports of London, 
Hamburg, Antwerp and Rotterdam 
from the year 1890 down to the 
end of 1906, we find that while 
London has certainly made large 
and steady progress, her rate of in- 
crease has not beeu neatly so rapid 
asthat of any of the other three ports. 
Whereas the tonnage of London 
shipping grew within. the years 
mentioned from 13.1 millions to 
17.5, Hamburg had raised its total 
from 5.2 millions to 11; and 
Rotterdam from 2.9 millions to 9.1. 
It is only natural, of course, that a 
young port should grow most! 
quickly in the years while it is still 
young; and that after a certain 
point development is bound to be 
slower, because it no longer depends 
so much on the internal consump- 
tion of the country to which the 
port belongs as upon the receptivity 
of others. But the comparison 
between London and foreign ports 
is more disadvantageous to the 
former than appears from the bare! 
figares. For none of the great 
barge traffic which is carried on 
between the ports and the interior 
of foreign countries is shown in 
their returns and in pro- 
portion as that . traffic steadily 
increases London loses some of, 
her supremacy as a distributing 
centre. Cargoes which were brought, 
to London in former days to 
be broken up are now taken direct 
to Hamburg or Antwerp as requir- 
ed, and London only: retains the 
sale of them. It is apparently 
inevitable that a proportion at least] 
of London’s coastwise trade is lost! 
beyond recall. It follows that she 
mast be so much the more assured 
in the retention of her full share of 
the larger shipping ; and thus we 
come back to the tour of inspection 
accomplished by the members of 
the London County Council. On

technical points it is impossible tor 
make any serviceable comparisoa 
with other ports because of the 
widely different nature of local 
conditions. The controversy be- 
‘tween the relative merits for Lon- 
don of closed docks, or wharves in 
the open river, appears to have 
resolved itself in favour of docks, 
on account of the high ,tidal move- 
ment in the river. The problem of 
a deep channel is being manfully 
attacked by the Thames Conser- 
vancy which maintains perpetual 
dredging. But for the moment it 
is agreed that the main problem of 
the Thames is neither one of on- 
gineering nor navigation, but of 
authority When that authority is 
constituted it will be able, as the 
River Committee points out, to 
decide what are the precise defici- 
encies of the port and how they aro 
to be handled. 

In all departments of London 
life a tendency is now observable 
to centralize control, because the 
different public services concerned 
are growing, with the growth of 
London, beyond the management of 
the private companies to which in 
their infancy they could be entrust- 
ed as well as, if not better than to 
an official board. But it remains 
to be seen whether the principal of 
‘a board does not result in a loss of 
elasticity and waste of time by 
pressure of red tape. If the 
of London forbids the contin: 
of the private authority, it remains 
that all possible weight must be 
given to expert knowledge in the 
counsels of the public body. Since 
the Royal Commission of 1902 
published its recommendations there 
are unmistakable signs of a set- 
back in public opinion against the 
idea of a single authority for the 
Port of London; and discouraging 
analogies are drawn from the 
experiment of the Metropolitan 
Water Board, which has certainly 
not been an unqualified success. 
Probably the bulk of this objection, 
however, might be traced tothe form 
of the particular authority outlined 
by the Royal Commission, which 
was to consist of a council of forty 
members, of whom only fourtesn 
would -be. reprerentative of the 
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owners and other trading interes!s 
actually using the Port of London, 
while the majority were to be 


drawn from the London (County | °*! 


Council, London Chamber of Com- 
merce, Vity Corporation and Bank 
of England. This is not the man- 
ner in which the successful docks 
of Liverpool, Southampton or 
Cardiff are managed,.and it is 
hardly surprising that the schemes 
of the Royal Commission have been 
allowed to langaish. On the other 
hand it is obvious that any supreme 
board which is set up mast inclade |P 
astrong balance of lay opinion, since 
to leave the shipowners in exclusive 
control would be simply to repeat 
that conflict of interests which is 
felt at the present time to be 
obstructing the progress of the Port. 
Tadging by the one telegram we have 
so far received, Mr. Lloyd George 
intends that the Board. of Trade 
shall acquire the docks by parchase, 
while their future management 
would presumably be entrusted to 
a kind of commercial Admiralty 
within, but independent of his 
department. Such a scheme would 
have at least the merit of newness ; 
and there is no reason why it 
should not solve the problem, 
provided that it contain enoagh 
commerce and not too much 
Admiralty.

ENGLISH OR FOREIGN 
SONGS? 


Most of us who have the interests of 
British music at heart will endorse the 
opinions of our correspondent “ Concert- 

whose letter we publish to-day. 
The retort which all singers would mate 
to him is, of conree, that English words 
fare more dificult to sing than foreign 
words, that there are certain sounds in 
English proounciation which it is 
almost impossible to produce with any 
naturalness in singing. Whether this 
may not be the fuck of the singer's 
training ; whether there is any strik- 
ing difference between the tone of! 
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English vowels now and in the days 
‘of Queen Elizabeth when English songs 
‘and English singers were renowned we 
must leave it to experts in voice-pro- 
duction to decide. But there is one 
point of view which our correspondent 
has overlooked. Are we to aim most 
‘at the cnltivation of British composers, 
or at the caltivation of masic generally 
among Britons, If the latter, and 
surely that is the greatest ideal at 
which to sim, there must be no 
preferential tariff; bat the general 
taste must be educated on what is best 
to the appreciation of the best, irres- 
pective of nationality. This is not to 
say that-foreign songs must be 
their own language and not in Engli 
translation, The letter is infinitely 
better if the translation is good and the 
singing good ; and from what we know 
of Wagner's ideals for the popularizati 

of music we may believe that none 
would be better pleased than he st the 
recent production in London of The 
Ring" iu English. But if we are to 
caltivate the British com, 
‘composer of songs, 


















bish. Compared with what is fresh aud 
spontaneous in modern English songs, 
there is a deplorable amount that is 
false, imitative, mechanical and smeared 
with sickly sentiment. It ie the pre- 
valence and, unfortunately, it must be 
added, the popularity of these produc- 
tions which turns many singers to 
foreign compositions in which the 
percentage of banality is less. obvious 
than in the home market. But with 
“Concert-goer” we may regret that those 
singers had not more patience to search 
for the mines of besuty which are to be 
discovered in the pages of many living 
a8 well as bygone Hnglish mosicians.

AN UNFORTUNATE INCIDENT. 

‘An unfortunate incident took place 
on Sunday afternoon near the Bubbling 
Well, resulting in injuries to three 
Chinese students belonging to Nanyang 
College From the foreigner who was 
chiefly céncerned and from an it 
dependent foreign eyewitness, we hav 
received the following version of 
the aff ‘The foreigner in question, 
a well-known resident, who would be 
the last to be guilty of an unprovoked as- 
sult, was walking along Bubbling Well 
Road at about 4.30 p.m. on Sunday when 
he noticed three Chinese coming in the 
‘opposite direction. One of the youths 
was in advance of the others, and as 
he passed the foreigner, he deliberated 
knocked up against him. ‘The foreigner 
turned round, caught him by the neck, 
and told him that he could not do such 
athing. .He then walked on, regard- 
ing the incident as closed, but about 
three. minutes later he heard a pattering 
of feet behind and turned round just 
in time to see one of the youths darting 
‘at him from the rear, while the other 
two by making a detour into the road 
sought to bar his progress. The Chinese 
used most offensive language and then 
attacked him. Fortunately the foreigner 
had some knowledge of boxing, 
and s well-aimed blow in the eye laid 
one of .his assailants out. All three 
youths attacked him again, however, 
‘aod were kicking and pounding him 
when another foreigner happened to 
pass in a gig. Seeing that the foreigner, 
was in difficulties he stopped his 
vehicle, jamped out, and lsid abou! 
him with his whip. Several other 



































foreigners then arrived on the scene 
and a Chinese constable also put in an 
appearance. A friond offered to drive 
the foreigner who had been assaalted to 
the police station and there the youths, 
who regarded themselves as immune 
from arrest becanse they were “ gentle- 
men,” accused him of “frictioning” 
them first. A different. version of the 
affair has been given by the three 
Chinese students, who throw the whole 
blame on the foreigners. 


TAXATION IN JAPAN. 

Ix the Japanese House of Repre- 
sentatives on the 12th instant a debate 
was held on the proposed abolition of the 
salt monopoly, transit duty and fabric 
duty. Mr. Shimada made a long speech 
in favour of the abolition, lasting over 
two bours) He soncinded that the dedao- 
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tion of Y. 30,000,000 from the Bud- 
get of Y. 600,000,000 as a result of the 
abolition of the three taxes, would not 
be so serious, The Minister of Finance 
responded that should the abolition of 
the three taxes be passed by the House 
the Government financial policy, already 
approved by the Diet, would be entirely 
quashed. Upon the conclusion of the 
debate the proposed abolition of the 
salt monopoly was rejected by 200 to 
122, The abolition of transit daty and 
fabric duty was also rejected by a small 
majority—* The Japan Gazette.” 
DISASTROUS FIRE AT 
PEKING. - 

A serious conflagration occurred in 
Peking on the night of March 18 and 
the great “Die Low" bazaar in the 
business centre to the west of the 
Chienmén was completely gutted. The 
Peking correspondent of the “ Peking 
and Tientsin ea” states that this 
bagaar was a two-storeyed modern build- 
ing inhabited by hundreds of tradesmen 
of all classes. In a few mihutes the 
‘whole huge structure was « mass of fire, 
a fierce south-easterly wind fanning 
the fiames and blowing dangerous 
‘sparks into the Tartar City. In 
abont half an hour the whole sur- 
rounding block was on fire. The 
narrow streets giving access to the 
placo were entirely blocked up by 
relagees pushing slong and screaming 
for a passage in order to save their 
Right ‘opposite stands the three storied |! 
of the Peking Industrial 
Ean ion, the “Chan Lie-zso,"" 
covering block itself. Huge flames 
carried by the gale soon ignited 
this magnificent building also, and by 
about 9 p.m. the second fire showed a 

















gigantic Chionmén Towers in 1900. 
Although the native fire brigades did 
their best and notwithstanding the 
prompt arrival of all the foreign con- 
tingenta with their extinguishing ap- 
pliancee, it was absolutely impossible to 
cope with the flames. All that could 
be done, was to try to save some houses: 
in the vicinity. At midnight the in- 
terior of the exhibition was still burn- 
ing. Several lives had been lost up to 
‘that time.

FREEDOM FROM PIRATES. 

To all appearances everything is as 
quiet in this prefecture as if no robbers 
or pirates had ever disturbed the peace. 
No opinion is heard as to what has 
become of the pirates ; the only answer 
that inquiry being that they “are not.” 
The Government still bas in active 
service no less than ten steam launches, 
which are supposed to convoy the 
passenger boats whenever necessary 
some three or four are to be seen in 
the harbour every day. This is no 
small expense to the Government. We 
understand that these Isunches cost no 
fess than three hundred and. thirty 























dollars a month, Soldiers are encamped 
all along the road toward Shanghai at 
prominent points and three hundred or 
more are quartered in this city. The 
methods used by the Government seem 
to have proved effective so far, and the 
officials seem determined to continue | t 
in readiness for an attack at any time. 
Perhaps if the launches and soldiers 
were withdrawn we would soon hear of 
the kwang-dai again. The notice in 
your recent issue that the head of the 
gang that led the attack on the lauuches 
had been arrested, came to us as good 
news. Now that he is dead, it 
that no leader will be found, and wi hd 
out a leader the pirates will not venture 
to make an attack. 
‘THE RAILWAY. 

There are some whispers of 
dissatisfaction the railroad loan 
agreement, but there does not seem to be| 
any disposition to do other than accep! 
the situation, which might have been so 
much worse from the people's point of 
view. The people feel that they have 
forced the Government to act in ac- 
cordance with their wishes to a large 
extent. The work on the line here is 
moving along rapidly; the buttresses 
for the bridge are going up and the fill 
is being made, Some say that we 
shall have trains running to Hangchow 
before the end of this year. 

There has been considerable excite 
ment in the city over the disappearance 
of ayoung man, a member of a pro- 
‘minent moneyed family here.

It has made people 
wary about going out at night alone. 
‘One very intimate friend, after search-

that he would rather die than live with- 
out him, so took raw opium and soon 
followed him into the spirit world.

THE CHINESE NAVAL STATION. 

The situation of the proposed new 
Naval Station for Chékiang which has 
been engaging the attention of the 
Imperial authorities for many months, 
bas now been decided. It will be 
remembered that three different parts 
of the coast were recommended as being 
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suitable, viz, Chusen, Sanmun 
and Nimrod Sound. 

The latter, Nimrod Sound, seems to 
hare commended itelf as being the 
most suitable for the put 
establishing a Naval base; for nie 
the past three months an active surrey 
has been made of the portion decided 
upon, and is still being vigorously 
pursued by the officers attached to the 
Chinese cruiser Hueshing, assisted 
by one or two foreign experts. 
Nimrod Sound is one of the finest inlets 
‘on the coast of Chékiang, if not on the 
be| whole coast of Chins. It is situated 
south of Ningpo, and south of Chusan 
Islund. 

Geographically its position is Lat. 
29° 37' 42" North, and Long. 121° 
|.50' 6” East. 

Its entrance is about four nautical 
miles wide, and it extends inward some 
thirteen nautical miles. Ite northern 
boundaries inclade portions of the 
Ningpo and Fenghua hsiens ; and its 
southern boundaries are for the greater 
part in the Heiangehan bsiep, whilst 
the head of the sound is in the Ning 
hai hsien. The cities of Heiangshan 
and Ninghsi are both within a few 
miles of the waters of the Sound. 
Nimrod Sound is not unknown to the 
navies of Western nations, as during 
the past few years, especially, many of 
the ships of the British, American and 
German Navies have sailed its waters, 
That vessels of a big draught can safely 
the Sound will bo recognized 
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tT when it is stated that the First Bis- 








marckhasbeen among the visiting ships. 
The Chinese, however, have selected 
‘a portion of the sound which is com- 
pa ely little known to foreigners 
cnown as Medusa Creek, and 
ated some seven or eight nautical 
miles from the entrance, and some little 
distance above Middle Islands. 
Creek is a fine stretch of water situated 
‘on the south shore of the sound in the 
Heiangshan territory. It affords a safe 
and protected anchorage, unseen by 
vessels passing up the sonnd. 
‘The term ‘Creek’ 
for the major portion ol 
It is fally one mile wide in its narrowest 
part; its head being several miles wi 
Pid, howerer, only, cored wise 
water, apart from channels, at full tide. 
it is known that 
of some three 
miles in length with an average of about 
six fathoms of water at low tide, then 
the possibilities of this harbour for 
Naval purposes will be realized; for 
above this three miles stretch is plenty 
of room, and sufficient depth of water 
for smaller craft such @ gunboats, tor- 
pedoboat-destroyers, ete. The survey, 
0 far as it has proceeded, indicates that 
experts were at work, and that this 
important Imperial undertaking was to

THR FOREION MIEsTONARY = 

An Incarnation of a World Moce- 
ment. By the Rev. Arthur Judson 
Brown, v.v. 12mo cloth. Gold $1.50 
net. New York: F. H. Revell Com- 
pany. 1907. 

The extended tour which Dr. Brown 
made in the Orient some five years 
has, as most of our readers know, al- 
ready resulted in the appearance of 
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and “ New Forces in Old China,” both 
of which books reveal great keenness of 
observation and an unusual balance of 
judgement regarding the problemsof the 
Far East. In his present attempt to 
describe the foreign missionary and his 
work he hag brought to his task a 
personal acquaintance with many 
missionaries of many societies, work- 
ing in widely separated parts of the 
world, as well as an intimate know- 
ledge of the problems which confront 
the Missionary Societies at home in 
executing their responsible daty of 
choosing between candidates, and of 
‘securing their financial support. 

The missionary’s motive and aim are 
given first place in his discussion. 
‘These are fundamental to the right 
understanding of the entire preseata- 
tion and naturally lead to a descrip- 
tion of missionary administration. The 
missionary’s life and work are depicted 
im eleven successive chapters which 
constitute the bulk of the book. They 
are intended chiefly to acquaint the 
reader, who may not be familiar with 
missionary life, with all the varied pro- 
blems with which the missionary has 
constantly to deal. The closing chap- 
ters are on: “The Missionary and 











d “The Missionary’s 
Being as far as we know 
the first book to be written which dealy 
exclusively with the missionary's per- 
sonality, Dr. Brown's work is sure 
to find a wide field of usefulness ; it will 
Prove of value not only to young men 
and women who contemplate andertak- 
ing missionary work but will be equally of 
interest to that large body of Christians 
throughout the world whose co-opera- 
tion by gifts and prayers has made 
possible the carrying out of the mis 
tionary enterprise. 


FIRES, 


At 8.10 p.m. on Saturday an Indian 
policeman reported to West Hongkew 
Police Station that a fire had broken out 
in North Fokien Road. The brigade was 
summoned, but the Sames had obtained 
good hold, and before the outbreak 
was got under Nos. 621—626 N. Fokien 
Road and 594—9 N. Soochow Road 
were wholly or partially destroyed. 
The fire originated in a tobscco shop, 
No. 622 N. Fokien Road, and this and 
623 were insured for Tis. 2,000. The 
occupants have been detained, pending 
inquiries. The bodies of an old native 
and his young daughter were found on 
‘Tuesday morning among the débri 

About 11.30 pm. on Monday the 
brigade was summoned to a fire in 
Fokien Road. The cause of the out- 
break, which began in a tailor’s shop, 
is unknown, Two small shops were 
burot out and the sdjoining premises 
were more or less damaged by fire and 
water. 

At 11.30 p.m. on Monday a fire 
broke out in a lamber yard situated 




















near Avenue Road. A was 
sent to Sinza Police Station and two 
fire trucks were dispatched to the scene. 


Several streams of water were laid on, 
and in less than half an hour the fire 
was extinguished. 

The alarm sounded on Tuesday night 
at 12.12 am. for a fire which had 
broken out in the godown of Messre, 
Welch, Lewis & Co, in Broadway 
between Chsonfoong and Dent Roads. 
When the fire brigade arrived, it was 
found that the outbreak bad 
occurred at the rearof the building, which 
is full of hardware. No watchman 






could be found aod it was impossible’ 
to say how the fire, which was dis 
covered by a foreign policeman, 
originated. The fire kept the 


Brigade at work until 4.30 am. on 
Wednesday and the coolies were then 
left there to keep a stream going. 
second and third storeys in rear of the 
building were gutted, bat the lower storey 
was scarcely touched by fire and the lov 
is apparently not #0 great as was ex- 
pected. Details of the insurance and 
contents are not given, but the loss is 
said to be fully covered by insurance. 

The alarm rang s second time on 
‘Tuesday night for » fire that started 
at 2.35 a.m. in native shop situated 
in the Rue da Consulat near the fire 
tation. When first seen the flames 
had spread to several other buildings 
and three houses were destroyed and 
two damaged before the efforts of the 
firemen were successfal in subduing the 
outbreak, 

About 10.20 p.m. on Monday the 
alarm was rung for @ fire in Canton 
Road. The brigade was promptly on 
the scene, guided to the blaze by the 
glare of the flames. The firo broke out 
ir ervants’ quarters of Mr. D. W. 
fiat, No 19, Szechuen Road, and 
mupposed to have been caused by the 
fusing of the electric wiring. Mr. Bell 
says that the fase blew out, and his 
lights were suddenly extinguished. 
His servants endeavoured to overpower 
the flames with buckets of water, 
bat the fire had started in an 
awkward place, between the ceil- 
ing and the roof, -and in a few 
minutes it had broken through into 
the flat occupied by Mr. and Miss 
Hide, 4a Canton Road. The motor escape 
was one of the first appliances to reach 
the fire, and the escape was promptly 
rigged up and the chemical stream was 
brought into play. This had the effect 
of controlling the flames in Mr. Hide’s 
fist and @ stream pumped from the 
Victoria et soon had the blaze in 
Mr. Bell's quarters ander control. In 
Tess than half an hour what had 
threatened to become a very serions 
outbreak was practically extinguished, at 
the cost of little except water damage

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LIGHTS 
AND SHADOWS OF 
CHINESE LIFE. 


By rue Rev. Joux Maccowax, v.p. 
vi. 
BEGGARS. 


China, looked at from an msthetio 
point of view, is a remarkable country. 
Scenery as grand and as magnificent as 
can be seen in any other land is to be 
found in nearly every province of the 
Empire. Ranges of mountains, and 
fertile valleys, and mighty rivers that 
take their rise far away in the cloud- 
land of the West, are the forces with 
which patare, with her artistic hand, 
has fashioned the views and landscapes 
that abound throughout this great and 
magnificent country. 

But it is not simply for its nataral 
scenery that it is so distinguished. It is 
specially rich in all kinds of minerals. 
Its mountains contain within them vast 
deposits of coal, whilst hills, solid with 
iron ore, stare the people ‘in the face 
and promise .them boundless riches. 
It is a luod where plenty should abound, 
did the people know how to trans. 
mute the riches that lie 0 thickly 
strewn throughout the land into gold 
and silver. Superstition, however, has 
laid its grim hand upon all thie natural 
wealth and forbidden ite development, 
The result is that the great mass of the 
common people suffer from extreme 
poverty, so that the daily question with 
large numbers is how they are to keep 
body and soul together. 

That the straggle for existence is 
most acute is evidenced by the fact of 
the extreme thrift of the Chinese. It 
would be absolutely safe to say that 
there is no such thing aa waste, especially 
of food, known io China, Everything is 
used up, everything is utilized, and 
what we would throw away, becanse 
looked down upon as not worth keeping, 
is here laid up for fature use. 

‘The Chinese makes » noble stand for 
independence, but the line between ex- 
treme poverty and beggary is frequently 
‘#0 narrow that the passage from one to 
the other is an exceedingly easy one, 
There are no poorhouses and no poor 
rates, consequently those who through 
misfortune or vice have lost their 
‘means of i have to take to 
the beggar’s wallot,® and depend upon 
the charity of the public for s miserable 
existence. The Chinese beggar appears 
to lead a roving, irresponsible life. He 
has no property and apparently no 
family ties. It would seem, therefore, 


The beggar’s wallet, which is dis 
tinctive of hia calling, is made oat 











of a kind of matting. Into this he 
Pours the rice and broken bits that 
‘the benevolent. give him, 
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as though it would be difficult for the 
Yaw ‘to take cognizance of his doin; 
but this is = mintake. The 

fa he is under closer — super- 
vision than are the respectable and 
well:toxdo in <the community. The 
Chinese law iss dragon that keeps an 
eye upon all classes of society, but more 
especially upon those that might be 
dangerous to the State. The author. 
ities, therefore, have appointed « head- 
man whope special basiuess it is to 
Idvk after the beggurs. He is suppos- 
ed to know everything aboot them, 
and when the mandarins wish to inquire 
into apy matter concerning them he is 
the person to whom they refer. The 
beggar is too unsavoury a character to 
be allowed to live within the limits of 
the:town, The Uhinese nose is an easy- 
igofag one, and can stand emells that 
would knock &n ordinary English 
doakey down. A collection of odours, 
however, sach as can be found in the 
beggars’ camp is too much even for 
Chinese. A camp, aconrdingly, 

formed on some waste land, outside of 
the town, not too near to soffend the 
suvveptibilities of the residents and not 
too far to make it difficult for the 
wretched men and women to go their 
rounds in its narrow streets and alley- 











ways. 

The Chinese beggar is, to my mind, 
one of the most wretched specimens of 
humanity in the Empire. There is no 
mistakiog the man. The English men- 
dicant is, compared with him, a royal 
Peeonage, who drewes magnificently 
and lives’ luxuriously. hinese 
contrire ia very different trom him. He 
comes ont broadly and abruptly as « 
genuine beggar. Every feature abont 
him in in the most hideous and realistic 
form, 90 a8 to touch the sympathies of 
the public. ‘The spectacle of a small 
family, dressed with'scrapnlons neatness, 
mutely appealing to the passers-by with 
card that says, * We are starving, 
would excite only the laughter and scorn 
of the passers-by in China. ‘ What” 
‘they would say, "beg with sach clothes 
asthese you have on ! Why not sell them 
‘orpawn them, and use the money to 
start some backstering business that 
would enable you to earn your own 
living?" The pnblic heart would be 
‘as tightly closed against them, as wonld 
an oystor against the uplifted knife that 
is going to deprive it of its life. 

But let me describe a typical beggar. 
Here is one sitting by the roadside. He 
i'a great, hulking fellow of about fifty. 
His clothes are in rags. but no 
the general sense in which we are 
accustomed to use that word. His are 
litdrally in tatters, and how they manage 
to hang to each’ other in mystery. 
It would seem as though the 
frst blast’ of wind wonld scatter! 
them like autamn leaves, and leave the 
man ag bare as a pair of tongs. How 
many dilapidated dresses have gone to 
the making up of his wardrobe, it would 
be iinpostible to tell. Colours intermix 
‘with cofoars and bits of cloth hang 
side by side, the memory of whose 
antestry thast have long since faded 
‘away. 

TF the'eothes are wretdhed, 10 is the 
‘Tieiman frame they cover. His 
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instead of being neatly 
matted and disheveled. No com 
could ever find its way through such a 
tangled wilderness. His face is coated 
with dirt. It lies in layers in the 
wrinkles and hollows of face, 
| whilst his hands are covered with « kind 
‘of scaly armour, composed of the same 
‘substance, that seems like an adapte- 
tion of nature to protect him from the 
one thing that his soul abhors, viz., 
water. The most offensive thing, how- 
ever, about him is one of his lege, that 
he thrusts out most ostentatioasly 
before the passers-by, very much as m 
shopkeeper displays hie wares to induce 
people to buy. A huge sore has eaten 
away nearly all the flesh from the 
front part of it. It is raw and bleeding 
jand the man points to it as you come 
near and, in the professional whine, 
tries toexcite your sympathies. 

It is a remarkable fact, that with these 
beggars these diseases, that constitate 
their stock-in-trade, are always in the 
right place, They are never seen on the 
back of their legs, or on other parte of 
their body, that could not easily be ex- 
hibited to the public. They never seem 
to geteither better or worse. In the 
summer days, when the great sun pours 
down his fierce rays, and bloated, vicious- 
looking flies rest upon them, it seems to 
make no difference to them. Again, 
when winter comes round and nature 
tries her healing art to close the fester- 
ing wounds, she does so without any 
xuccess. The cold north winds blow 
around him, but with no healing in theie 
touch, and. then he sits in some sheltered 
nook, shivering with cold but, for- 
tunately for him, the sore that 
him in the cash is as hideous as o

The very eyoballs have disappeared, 
and deep caverns chow where they once 
were. He holds his face up to the 
sun as though he would catch the 
flash of his rays, to get, if possible, a 
glimpee of the world: thet is now 
hidden from his gaze. The face is a 
most piteons one to look at and we 
feel our sympathies drewn out towards 
him as he mutters to himself the time 
worn sentences about his misery, that 
he is accustomed to use to draw forth 
yythe charity of the benevolent. .As 
each one comes up to the counter that 
always abuts on the street the shop- 
keeper stands waiting, and gives him 
one cash. Without a word he passes on 
quite satisfied, apparently, with = 
dopation that venerable custom declares

have a number of recognized privileges 
which bring them ina certain income, 

TA cash is the yeyy prt of wo 
shillings. ™ 
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For example, they are entitled to a fee! 
on the occasion of a marriage. The 
size of this will depend upon the 
circumstances of the home where the 
marriage is to take place. The beggars 
‘seem to have an intelligence department 
of their own that gives them precise 
information as to every marriage that 
hhas been arranged, and the exact day 
and hour when it js to come off. If 
ill be pradent 
the headman 
what the fee shall be, otherwise the 
most unpleasant results may be ex- 

ted. Recently a wealthy man, well 
Exowa for his parsimony, informed the 
headman that his son was going to be 
married, and offered a fee that was ont 
of all proportion to his wealth. It was 
of course indignantly refused as utterly 
insufficient. A prolonged altercation 
ended in the rich man defying the 
headman to do his worst and declaring 
that there would be no advance apoo 
the sam proffered him. ‘The chief, 
accustomed to deal with the very 
worst elements of Chinese society, 
had learned by long experience not to 
ose his temper, s0 he replied, “ Well, 
it you are determined not to give the 
amount I deem reasonable, I must 
leave it to others to arrange the matter 
with you.” As he said this, a smile 
crept ‘over his face, and the corners of 
his month puckered up, and laughter 
lurked io his eyes, as thongh he had 
before his mind’s eye a vision of the scene 
that would take place in the very midst 
of the wedding festivities 

The wedding day : 
bride had been carried in her crimson 
chair to her new home and the friends! 
and guests were full of mirth, and 
ejvicing, when a shadow fell upon the 
sunbeams that were playing about the 
door. A beggar comedy was now 
about to be played, mainly for the 
amnsement of the actors, who rarely 
had a chance of displaying their his- 
trionie powers before so select an 
audience. The shadow on the doorstep 
was that of a woman of hideous aspect. 
Her bair was a perfect wilderness of 
disorder. Her face was thoroughly 
bad one, and traces of dissipation were) 
seen in the hard, coarse features, from 
which every womanly look had vanished. 
Her clothes, which hung about her in 
rags, told in eloquent language of the 
loss of character she bad suffered. No’ 
touch of art was seen about them and 
no deft fingers had tried to arrange 
them, so that she should appear to the 
best ‘advantage in the poor things in 
which she was clad. They were 
slovenly and untidy, and they seemed 
to have been pitched upon her as 
thongh it had never been a woman's 
duty to care how her things looked. 
Ste boldly inside the courtyard 
he began, in the mendicant whine, to 
ask for alms. The people tried to stop 
her and in lond and angry tonex 
bade her begone. She never budged 
an inch, but went on calmly with 
her appeal, the only difference 
being that her attitude became more 
bold and her voice slightly more in- 
tolent. But soon the attention of the 
housebold is taken from the woman that 
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begs so fiercely to other forms that 


appear at the door. A dissipated fellow 
in trae beggar uniform walks boldly in 
and, in a lord voice, almost demands 
that something shall be given him. His 
face has a scowl upon it, which is ren- 
dered all the more forbidding by his hair 
falling in ragged tufts over his forehead 
and eyes, and giving him a bold and 
savage appearance, Immediately after 
him came a blind man led by two wan, 
emaciated opiun smokers, who guided 
the sightless man into tho very room 
where the guests were assembled and 
where they joined in the loud clamour 
for alms. The guests began to be 
alarmed, but the stream of beggars has 
only just begun to flow. Men with 
ulcered legs,- and lepers with faces 
marred and blotched with unhealthy 
spots and fingers twisted and turned 
into the pals, that never again shall 
be straightened, and men with visages 
rendered disgusting and horrible by 
disease and the hardships of their life, 
march in as though the house were their 
own, and take up the cry that now fills 
the house with its deafening noise. It 
would seem indeed us though the whole 
of the beggars’ camp had determined to 
attend the marringe festivi 
number that press around the door and 
throng the street beyond, unable to get 
into the house, mnst befully two hundred. 
It in a high festival for the beggars, for 
they are there by order of their king, 
‘and no Taw can touch them for what 
they are doing to-day. In the midst 
of all their revelry and noise they are 
careful to commit no act that shall 
bring their headman, who is responsible 
for their conduct, within the clutches 
of the law. No person ix touched and 
not an article is stolen. They simply 
shont and whine and beg in every 
beggar tone they know, till the rich 
man and his guests are so horrified 
that a messenger is sent post haste to 
summon the headman to disperse the 
unraly rabble that have turned 
‘a pandemonium. After 

leisarely walks in with a twinkle in his 
eye and a dazed kind of look about his 
face wx though he were astonished at 
being called in this summary way from 
his home. The rich man, who has lost 
“face” amongst his guests, begs him 
to dismiss his unsavoury subjects. and 
eagerly promises to agree to the sum 
that bad been demanded from him. 

‘The headman is master of the sitane 
tion, but he deals generonsly with his 
fallen foe, so with a wave of his hand, as 
potent as that of the most famous 
magician, he disperses the unraly and 
the ragged crowd of lepers, blind, 

ased and maimed, gradually flo off 
and leave the building to the wedding 
guests. The king, then, pastes his 
royal emblem over the door as an intinia- 
tion to any of his people that might stray 
that way that the fees had been paid 
and the guests must not be disturbed. 

Beside the regular and permanent 
fraternity of beggars there is another 
class that virits the town, bnt only 
cecasionally. When they do come, 
however, they cause more commotion 
and more dissatisfaction than any equal 
number of the resident fraternity conld 
possibly do. They are called the “wand- 
ering criminals,” and are a special 
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featare of this country, such as cotfid 
be found in no other. The Chinése 
are an eminently businesslike people 
and yet withal philosophical. There is 
nothing of the mystic abont them, aid 
their abstrusest thoughts always fun 
into the practical. The fathers of 
the race laid it down as an axiomatic 
trath that no criminal should ‘be ‘an 
absolute burden on society. We ‘feed 
‘our prisoners with good, wholesonie food. 
and lodge them in spacious buildings. 
We provide doctors to ‘Took after 
their health and hospitals where they 
can be treated when they are sick. 
The Chinese do not believe in this, 
‘The criminal, they say, has wronged 
society; why then should society be 
still farther panished by having to 
keep the evil doerin comparati 
A prisoner, therefore, in Citi, ‘has 
be fed either by himself, or his tricnits. 











Tf he has no money and no'friends ‘the 
mandarins will then allow him the 
merest pittance’ that is barely sufficiént 
to keep body and soul together. If he 
gets sick, ordies, that is his bnsinéss 
and does not concern the authorities. 
The Chinese have a very interesting 
way of dealing with offenders of the 
more criminal type. Instead of shitt- 
ting them up in prison they are some- 
times condemned to be banished to » 
distant province, where they must méve 
ceaselessly about from place to place 
within it and beg their living as they 
go. It iss terrible sentence, but it is 
carried out without any expense to the 
State, for from the moment that they 
start on their long journey to the fe 
vince where they are to expiate their 
crime till the time they have been sen- 
tenced to this wandering life is up they 
mast support themselves by begging, 
But let me describe theso men. One 
day in passing throngh a crowded 
thoroughfare, I came upon four of these 
“wandering criminals.” Coming uy 
them saddenly I was startled at their 
wild and savage aspect. They had the 
appearance of being a very bad typo of 
men that had suddenly spring from the 
lowest slums of s great city and were 
ready for the commission of any crime, 
‘They evidently wanted to give the peo- 
ple an idea of their ferocity in order to 
hasten the flow of the cash they de- 
manded from each shop. Their hair 
was not done up in the ordinary pigtall, 
but was allowed to hang disordered add 
uncombed at its own freewill. Stray 
tufts fell down over their foreheads, atid 
through these flashed the black, 
restless looking eyes that seemed to 
to strike terror into the occupants of 
the shop. Each one had one of his hands 
bound to his ankle bya loose, heavy chain, 
which they clanked ominously ‘as if to 
hint that any resistance to their demands 
for money would end in » fierce and 
fatal onslaught. The methods of these 
men were very different from those of 
the ordinary beggar who whines out his 
request in the humblest tones and who 
receives the insults that are hurled at 
him in the very meekest and the most 
submissive manner. These “ wandering 
criminals” spoke in loud and domineer- 
ing tones and in a rongh Northern 
dialect that the people of the Soath 
do not nnderstend. - It was an unknown 
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language, bat the clanking chains and 
fiercely flashing eyes and savage looks 
put menace into the stormy language 
of the North that prevented the poeple 
from resenting this nousual onslaaght 
‘on their pockets. Besides every one 
knew that there would be no profit in 
resisting these scoundrels, foreach man 
carried with him » permit from the 
local mandarin to solicit alms from the 
town, and so each hastened to fling 
them cash and wave them off the 
next door, These men seemed to be a 
positive danger to the town and to be 
outside of all law, but that was not so. 
‘They knew that they could bluster and 
shout and rattle their chains as much 
as they liked, but if they attempted to 
commit any overt act against any of| 
the people the grip of the law would 
have been upon them in a moment. 
erica there did not exist a single 

an in the whole length and 
[eery of the city to apprehend them, 
‘and there seemed no one ready to de- 
fend law and order in case of a row. 
Bat still the law had its eye upon them 
all the time, for it was absolutely 
certain that on the outside of the crowd 
that surged around to look at these 
Northern villains, the Tipao, *dressed | 88 
like any ordinary coolie, stood carelessly 
by smoking his long bamboo pipe, 
ready at a moment's notice to intervene 
and drag them off to prison, 

Beside the beggars above mentioned. 
there is a great variety of independent 
wandering poor that refuse to come 
under any general classification or 
to enrol themselves amongst the 








rofessed beggars of the district. 

jome of these endeavour to charm 
the cash out of the pockets of 
the benevolent by playing on musical 
instraments of the most primitive and 
unmusical type. One of these is an 
elementary fiddle of one string played 
by abow with a similar number. An- 
other is » hollow bamboo, struck with 
tho firet three fingers and producing a 
one a little of 
ply two pieces of 
fiat bamboo that are artistically made 
to flap against cach other, with the re- 
sult that a noise is made, but very little 
harmony. If the public give any alms 
to the performers on the above inhar- 
monious instraments, it must be simply 
to get rid of them and not because 
their souls have been touched into 
charity by the sweet influences of music. 

‘A study of the beggar system is a 
most inter’sting one and especially the 
exquisite art that enables the headman 
to extract from so wretched and miser- 
able a body of men as they, not simply 
a competence that enables him to live 
with his family in comparative luxury, 
bat also to build houses and buy 
lands that he may leave to 
children. But those who have 
ived any length of time in China will 
not be surprised, The art of squeezing 
is one practised by every class in this 
great empire, from the royal household 
down to the beggar by the wayside. 

The Tipao, “Protector of the Land,” 
is the head of a ward and is responsible 
to the mandarin for the good conduct 
of the people within it.

SKETCHES FROM 
AMERICA. 


New York, February 15. 
ILLICIT RAILWAY RATES. 

One of the most drastic laws ever 
placed upon the statute books of 
America will come into effect on May 
Land already ripples of the industrial 
war that must ensue can be noted. 

‘The law in question is aimed at the 
railroads and probibits these great 

common carriers" from carrying 
“iron, coal or other products owned by 
themselves" except to supply their own 
needs. The penalty for disobedience is 
heavy. Fines not exceeding $5,000 
can be assessed against every individual 
employee for every offence, and each new 
shipment can be considered separately. 
This law was passed in 1906 and the 
transportation companies were w 
to arrange matters. They, abalering 
that such an Act would be enforced 
inst them, took no steps whatever, 
but are growing nervous now that 
May in approaching, as word has been 
sent out that compliance is actually 
expected. 

‘The law is the direct outoome of the 
investigations of the Inter-state Com- 
merce Commission which discovered 
that the big coal-carrying railroads 
actually controlled the price of that 
commodity as they owned the largest 
mines and could make rates, for com- 
petitors, actually prohibitive. Indepen- 
dent companies lived at their pleasure— 
hence the new law. 

Railroads are not alone in their fear. 
For some considerable time past 
men building switch tracks to con- 
nect their businesses with the main 
lines, have been incorporating these 
petty extensions into companies to the 
end that they might obtain a larger 
percentage of through rates ; these are 
now under the ban, Suppose an 
oil company, controlling one of these 
side lines, ships its own oil in its own 
cars over its own lines, it is committing 

en- 
gaged in the transportation, in whatever 
capacity, is lisble to the $5,000 fine. 
Railroading has been one of the 
most lucrative enterprises in the States 
up to the present time. The great 
companies control 94 per cent of the 
mileage of the country—giving them a, 
total of 212,000 miles of tracks. They 
count well over a million and s half 
navnes on their pay-roll 
severe retrenchments daring the past 
months of stringency have paid out « 
thousand million dollars in salaries 
in the last yea 

THE MAIL SERVICE. 

America has suddenly awakened to 
the fact that her mail service is not what 
it should be and-that the post-office 
department is making an exceedingly 
gond thing about it while mail connexion 
between the States and South America, 
Anstralia, China and the Orient gene- 
rally grows weaker year by year. Once a 
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month an American boat sails for Rio de 
Janeiro, for the rest of the time letters 
travel vid Europe and much valuable 
time is lost. For over ten years a bill 
advocating mail subsidies has been 
making its regular appearance in Con- 
gress to be as regalurly flung out. This 
has been resuscitated and remodeled so 
that now there is some hope that a 
mercantile marine to the aforementioned 
‘countries may be fostered. It is not 
expected that tht offered emolament 
of $4 & nautical mile on the outward 
going voyage will attract fast boats but 
itis believed that there is a number of 16- 
Knot vessels that might be attached to 
the new service to the end that America 
shall be brought into closer touch with 
‘other countries and the Stars and 
Stripes more widely seen, 

THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS. 

The first real blow has been struck 
in the Presidential campaign and the 
result is a notably victory for M 
Taft. Primaries have been held 
thirty-six counties in Obio and Taft 
delegates have been selected in every 
case, This, too, in a State where 
it was supposed opposition would be 

particularly strong. The main objec- 
tion to Mr, Taft as the next president 
was Roosevelt's support. Many feared 
that the genial secretary was to be 
foisted upon them and the idea that 
the out-going president could ap- 
point his successor was repagnant to 
the American people, who fear the 
institution of w dynasty without the 
glamour that usnally surrounds a throne. 
Since Mr. Roosevelt realized this feel- 
ing he has never lost a chance of show- 
ing that Mr. Taft stands upon his own 
feet, and no statement is more sare of 
obtaining a rous contradiction than 
‘one affirming that underground in- 
fluences are being exerted in Mr. Taft's 
favour. A vehement denial of such 
charges ‘has just been issued by Mr. 
Roosevelt in the form of an open letter. 
A leading newspaper had charged him 
with using federal patronage to secure 
the desired nomination of his favourite 
and « former civil service commissioner 
had taken np the charges, hence the 
opportunity afforded the president. Mr. 
Ronsevelt begins by pointing ont that 
these same charges were brought two 
months ago, only then he was accused 
of pulling wires to further his own re- 
nomination. He then goes on to deal 
more specifically with the attacks. Since 
Congress adjourned, excluding army 
and nayy officers, scientific and health 
experts and members of the revenne 
cutter service thirteen hundred and fifty 
appointments have been made. The 
president publishes the figures and the 
politics of the appointees and 80 proves 
that more democrats than republicans 
have been placed upon the roll. His 
system has been to retain, whenever 
possible, the mén previously holding 
office, failing this to take the sugges- 
tions of Congressmen and senators, in- 
sisting for his own part, that the men 
chosen shall come up to a certain stan- 
dard of character aud capacity. “Not 
‘an appointment has been made that 
would not have been made had a pre. 






































sidentil campaign not been in view,” 
ends Mr. Roosevelt with some indigna- 
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tion, which goes hotter when he denies| 
the statement that those newly elected 
hare been required to pledge themselves 
for Mr. Taft. In truth officials have 
been particularly warned against using 
their powers to control political move- 
ments... Mr, Roosevelt is a strong, 
straightforward man and is restive 
under the imputations and antagonism 
now being displayed against him on 
every side. He is coming down from 
his pedestal to return to. comparat 
private life and many are preparing 
neleome the new ruler whosoever he 
may be. And, in the closing hours of 
his reign Roosevelt is eager to di 
thing possible to advance the causes he 
has most at heart ; on every side he 
finds himself thwarted and opposed by 
those who erstwhile were his obedient 
henchmen, The time of contest and of 
mnd-slinging has began,

PIECE-GOODS. 


From Messrs, Insert & Co.'s weekly Report, dated 
Shanghai, March 26, 1908. 


‘The Newchwang steamers bave cleared with very 
small cargoes, which include about 2,000 bales of 
American goods, 1,000 bales of yarn, and 800 cases of 
fancy goods, or rather less than 4,000 packages in all 
compared with 1,200 last year and 9,700 in 1906. 
Comparison with former years be may to some extent 
misleading, as part of the Manchurian demand is now 
supplied through Tairen, whilst it is believed that ao 
increasing portion of the trade is being transferred to 
Tientsin. Still, making all allowances for sach changes, 

1@ quantity taken by the Newchwang steamers is 
iseppointing, especially in view of the low rates ruling 

», Feduced stocks and low exchange. 

For the time being, not only in the North but in 
the Yangtze and | cal markets, prices are more likely 
to be affected by demand, than by supply; it is under- 
stood that the interior markets are not by any means 
over supplied, but buyers are holding back in the hope 
of making better terms by waiting. Dealers repo t 
thal they have beon encouraged in this attitude by 
foreign importers telegraphing gloomy reports of the 
Manchester market to Hankow, and inviting offers at 
lower prices from merchants there, who usually draw 
their supplies from Shangbai; very little business has 
resulted but some uneasiness has been created, which is 
reflected here in the dull state of the market. 

‘A good feature is that clearances ars going on 
steadily on s scale considerably in excess of imports, 
gradually bringing about healthier state of affairs, 
whilst both Chinese and importers are acting with caution 
in laying down supplies for the future. Japanese Yarn 

dull aod heavy stocks are being carried in, Japan ; 
spinners there are reported to be curtailing production 
to the extent of about 25 per cent, although apparently 
they still continue day and night working. The plan 
for developing trade by lotteries is now said to be 
modified to the extent that a present of so many lottery 
tickets is offered to buyers of yarn who place forward 
contracts. It remains to be seen whether the methods 
adpoted by the Japanese in such questions as lotteries in 
trade, trade-marks legislation, and competition in Mat 
charia will prove successful in the long run, or whether 

‘methods which would inspire more confidence would tno 

be better policy.

From Messrs, Wamtock & Oo.'s Report, dated 
March 26, 1908. 


Our Homeward Freight market took a slight spurt 
since we last wrote but at the close has fallen off again and 
we are afraid there will not be anything worth mentioning 
going forward until next tea-season. 

Coastwise:—Here the state of affairs shows a decidedly 
more healthy aspect and the demand is more brisk than when 
last writing:—The regular liners seem fairly well occupied 
whilst outside tonnage is getting scarcer every day and rates 
are consequently much firmer all round:—With Newchwang 
opening during the course of the next few days things should 
continue to improve. 

For London and the Continent:—Besides the mails the 
following boats will take this berth during the next 
fortnight:—The str. Awa Maru sailing for Marseilles, 
London and Antwerp to-morrow, str. Ajax for Marseilles, 
Havre and Liverpool direct on the 28th instant and str, 
Pakling for Amsterdam, London and Antwerp on the 
2nd proximo. 

For Havre snd Hamburg:—The str. Belgravia sails 
on the 4th proximo and the str. Sambia for Marseilles, 
Bremen and Hamburg on the 7th. 
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For New York via Suez.—The str. Inverclyde sailed 
yesterday with the very fair complement of 1,500 tons 
‘considering the time of the year and the state of the export 
market; and the berth is now occupied by the str. Wray 
Castle due to sail on the 31st instant; she wil be followed 
by'the str. Tudor Prince about the middle of April.

Health Officer's Report for 
February. 

With the exception of two deaths 
from small-pox no deaths attributable 
to infectious disease occurred among 
the foreign community during February. 
‘That two deaths among residents should 
occur from small-pox in a community 
where exceptional facilities are afforded 
for vaccination is a matter for caréfal 
consideration, Besides affording [ree 
vaccination for all Chinese and for 
indigent foreigners at the Health Office 
daily at 2 p.m., arrangements are being 
made for vaccination during March and 
‘April (the most popular vaccinating 
months with the Chinese) at sub- 
stations in the four sanitary districts of 
the Settlement, so as to bring vaccina 
tion nearer to the homes of the people. 
It is proposed to establish fifteen such 
vaccinating stations throughout the 
Settlement. Some of the Taoist temples 
have, with © commendably progressive 
spirit, afforded facilities for Municipal 
vaccination. 

‘The extreme gyrations of the death 
rate among the Chinese population, 
unexplainable except by faults in the 
method of reporting deaths, have been 
investigated and instructions have been 
issued for the verification of all deaths 
‘among Chinese by the Inspectors and 
their foreign assistants. In 135 deaths 
‘occurring among the Chinese in the 
Ventral District during the month, the 
body was viewed by the foreign Inspec- 
torsin eighty cases and inaccurate reports 
given by the Chinese sanitary foremen 
detected in 25 per cent of the reports, 
‘An attempt has been made in the same 
district to collect the prescriptions of 
the native apothecaries attending fatal 
cases. ‘These prescriptions usually bear 
1 description of the symptoms and may 
assist in elucidating the cause of death. 
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210 cattle have, during the month, 
been brought down by the Health 
‘Department direct to the cattle sheds 
by railway and readily disposed of to 
the batchers at an average price of $42 
‘sshead, 60 as to cover expenses. The 
butchers appear bat have not a8 
yet admitted the possibility of reducing 
the price of meat, The elimination of 
the insanitary Pahsienjao cattle hongs 
is, however, an object equally desirable 
of attainment, 

Daring the month the greater part 
of the house'refuse has been sold at the 
shoots to countrymen for sgricultursl 
purposes, a ‘mode of disposal which is 
the most sanitary of all, and one that 
can only be applied in a city surround- 
ed, as Shanghai is, by an agricultural 
district. A more regular demand for 
house refuse for agricultural purposes 
is desirable. 

Considerable attention has been 
devoted to the improvement of the 
cemeteries, Many new trees and 
been planted in the older 
cemeteries. Enlargement of the Bub- 
bling Well Cemetery will soon be 
required and the acquisition of the 
Bubbling Well corner is very desirable, 
‘as it will greally improve the appear- 
ance both of the cemetery and of the road. 
‘The new wall, gate and watchman’s 
lodge at the Soldiers’ Cemetery are 
nearing completion, the graves have 
been demarcated and the surface tarfed 
preparatory to planting with trees and 
shrubs.
